Irish politics move fast. 
T he new chief 
secretary for Ireland has only been in ofhco 
about a fortnight, and lins m anaged to 
secure 
a reputation as a 
blood-thirsty 
ty ran t in th at tim e, an extrem ely gratifying 
proof of the rapidity w ith which reputa­ 
tions are made. It will be rem em bered th at 
when his appointm ent was first m entioned, 
It was asserted in this colum n th at he was 
by no m eans the w eakling the hysterical 
correspondents intim ated. This same howl­ 
ing brotherhood is busily engaged at the 
present m om ent in using the tar brush, and 
the w eak nephew of Lord Salisbury is 
transform ed into th e “hard, brutal, calcu­ 
lating Balfour, whose nam e will stand 
beside — ’s in infam y.'’ 
As the same 
th in g bas been said oi every Irish secretary, 
the nam e is left blank for th e intelligent 
reader to till as he pleases. Any nam e from 
Castleryagh to Ba!lour will tit. 
Ih ere is 
som ething about bt. George’s Channel th at 
m ust change the character of ordinary Eng­ 
lish gentlem en, 1hat they leave Holyhead 
in good reputation, and ani ear in Dublin as 
the incarnation of wickedness. B ut as long 
as it pays to w rite such stuff it will bo w rit­ 
ten. and Air. Balfour doubtless estim ates 
the tw addle at its lair value. 
Here is m e pretty estim ate of the now 
secretary iii choice newspaper billingsgate: 
Air. Balfour, chief secretary (or Ireland, is 
steadily going the wav of his im m ediate 
predecessor. He com m enced the week in a 
very sell -con fideiit and insolent fashion, 
but he has already made m ore than one 1 ad 
blunder and secured an unenviable nick­ 
nam e for life. He will henceforth i e known 
to all men as ‘ Bloody Ital four.’’ In a reck­ 
less attem pt to carry tilings on in ti high. 
im perial way, he was silly enough to give 
lits approval to a m urderous order issued by 
a notorious subordinate. 
In Ireland tho 
effect of Balfour’s bloody blundering is 
such th at it will take th e utm ost efforts of 
the Irish leaders to keep the people w ithin 
th e bounds of m oderation.” 
It is possible th at the w riter know s w hat 
b em ean s by th ■ last sentence. As repres­ 
sors of violence the homo rate leaders are 
certainly not successes. 
It may be only 
their "artless .Japanese way” of keeping 
Hie people “w ithin the bounds of m odera­ 
tion” th at suggests the following: 
Air. O’Br en, m em ber of Parliam ent, in a 
speech, Saturday night said th a t "O range 
brutes and sham eless partisans like Boyd 
acted for the governm ent. Bloody Balfour 
had two great victories to boast of tho ar­ 
rest of a poor fisherm an and tho arrest of a 
priest who would not bo an inform er. Bal­ 
four was a sim pering school girl. The pro 
f 
gam ine of tho assassin, however, was not 
ikely to succeed.” 
It ought to lie m entioned that .Mr. Balfour 
is the * assassin” referred to. W ithout this 
explanation one m ight confound this story 
with the “assassin” method.

m ated th at the speech of the chief secre­ 
tary lor Ireland tit the introduction oi a 
new’ coercion bill will m ake a terrific sen­ 
sation, as be proposes to boldly proclaim 
w hat Sir W illiam Vernon H arcourt has 
heretofore only hinted at. 
The article-! 
which have appeared recently iii rho Times 
Du the Parr.ellites and dynam iters will, it is 
said, be outdone in seriousness by the 
charges which Air. Balfour will make. It 
is proverbially difficult to fram e an indict­ 
m ent against the nation, but the now chief 
secretary intends to draw one against a 
national party, ann the Conservatives us 
eert th a t he will give chapter aud verse for 
every count.”

Committed for Contempt—The 
Iratest 


U t e r o o f t h e I r i s h C n ra p u T g ii. 
The arrest of F ath er K eller for contem pt 
of court has been the occasion of a series of 
dem onstrations in honor of the priest who 
defies the law. His progress to Dublin was 
described as resem bling th at of a con­ 
queror, rather than a “poor parish priest." 
Archbishops Croke and W alsh eulogized 
him , the Lord Mayor of Dublin sent his car­ 
riage to m eet bim and the people m ade him 
th e hero of the dav. The noise and excite­ 
m ent, both iusido and outside the court­ 
room, were so great as to prevent the hear­ 
ing of the case, and the judge threatened 
to clear th e court unless silence was main- 
tained. 
Finally order was restored and F ather 
K eller took the oath. He refused to testify 
on the ground th at he would disci< se confi­ 
dence reposed in him as a priest. 
The 
Judge said there w as no legal justification 
for Ills refusal, aud said the question had no 
reference to witness’ spiritual capacity. 
F ather K eller was then com m itted for 
contem pt, and was taken out of court and 
placed in a cab in the custody of officers. 
The people im m ediately m ade a rush for 
the vehirle, rem oved the 
horses, and 
dragged it through the streets to Kilmaiu- 
bam ail, where the priest was locked up. 
Archbishop Walsh ol Dublin w asann ngst 
the spectators in court, and he. Air. W illiam 
O’Brien, Lord Mayor Sullivan and Tim othy 
H arrington. ALB., followed the priest to jail 
In carriages. 
The populace m arched to K ilm ainhnin 
tail singing, alternately,“God save Irelanu” 
sud "W e’ll hang .Judge Boyd on a sour 
O rangetree.” The people uncovered their 
beads upon arriving at tho scene of Em ­ 
m et’s execution. 
.F ather Keller entered the prison leaning 
upon Archbishop W alsh’s arm. 
i His exam ple has been contagious. F ath er 
Ryan, president of the H ertiertstown branch 
of the Nation I League, refuses to comply 
w ith a sum m ons from the court in Dublin 
to be a witness in Hie Moroney bankruptcy 
case—first, because tho two sovereigns sent 
him are not sufficient to cover his expenses; 
and, second, because bis religious butles do 
not allow him sufficient tim e to go to Dub­ 
lin. E vidently respect for law is not par­ 
ticularly noticeable am ong the Catholic 
clergy of Ireland.

The British governm ent will introduce 
the crim es bill on Alonday, or at tho latest 
ou Thursday following. 
It is not likely 
th a t the land bill will be introduced till the 
crim es bill has passed its secoud reading, 
because the purchase clauses constitute 
a money bill and therefore it m ust be in­ 
troduced in the House of Commons before 
the Home of Lords, unless it is divided into 
tw o bills. 
The m easure adm its leaseholders to the 
benefits oi the act, a concession fur which 
tlie Farnellites have been contending ever 
since tho subject of land purchase was first 
agitated, and against which the Tories as 
resolutely set their faces, and establishes a 
new revision of rents, a proposal repeatedly 
rejected as utterly out of the question 
w hen m ade in other quarters. 
The new departure of the governm ent 
is due to the enorm ous pressure brought to 
bear by the m oderates. 
The Unionists 
represented th at it would be hopeless to 
continue the struggle 
against tho 
ad­ 
vancing tide of home rule, unless the gov­ 
ernm ent agreed to bring in a rem edial 
m easure at the lim o they introduced coer­ 
cion. 
The Irish landlords are in a w hite heat 
of angel at w hat they designate the "dis- 
gracoiul weakness of the governm ent in 
yielding to the clam or of a handful of pol­ 
iticians.’' They lee! they have been be­ 
trayed to suit tim parliam entary needs of 
tim party leaders 
Their chief grievance is 
th a t the new land purchase clauses m aking 
allowances for rent-revisloii will brlngabout 
a heavy fall In the selling value of tHeir 
estates. They are right in this. Landlords 
will receive a sm aller price for their land, 
J 
amounting in the aggregate to m illions 
ess than 
they would 
have done under 
Jladstone’s bill, which they were so short­ 
sighted as to oppose. 
The nine coercion bill is founded upon se- 
ectioi^pw m Mr. Gladstone’s Dills of 1870 
and 3 8?“ ,B u t in addition it will confer 
newer offTesident m agistrates to imprison 
for six m onths ou sum m ary conviction, sub­ 
ject to au appeal, which will bo made 
urgent, to one judge of th e high court of 
Justice. Change of venue is to be granted 
a t the request of the law officers of the 
crown, instead of as now, by order of the 
judge. Boycotting will be defined as con- 
? 
piracy. and a refusal on the part of a 
radesm an to serve a boycotted person may 
be put on the same looting as the refusal of 
a publican to se n e a custom er. 
Mr. Gladstone has m ade a speech during 
the week. which is rem arkable for saying 
very little, and which perhaps on th at ac­ 
count has been m ade a great deal of ainee 


its utterance. Perhaps it was a half-fpar 
th at bo bad beeu training in doubtful com­ 
pany of late th at made the "g. o. rn.” sttv: 
“In starting we (tho Liberals! are agreed that 
Ireland ask* e ectivo self-governm ent in 
affairs 
properly 
and exclusively 
irish, 
subject to the unquestionable suprem acy 
of the Im perial I arliam ent. Should her 
dem ands extend beyond this I irankly tell 
you I could no longer promote lu r cause, 
nut so long as the dem ands she inters are 
ju st and w ithin the bounds of m oderation I 
will stand last to her c ause during w hat 
rem ains to me of political Hie.”

A r r a n g e m e n t* to be B a d e for D is p la y * 
o f Great Splendor. 
The Queen is taking a band herself iD the 
celebration of the fiftieth year of her reign. 
She intends to m ake such a royal progress 
through London as this generation has not 
seen. 
The program m e us ake ched is a 
very large one. 
The one thing tile Queen insists upon is 
th at the cerem ony shall be beld in West­ 
m inster Abbey, where she was crowned, 
and not in St. P aul’s. W hen told th a t the 
drive from Buckinglt im Palace to the Abbey 
was too short to ens Ie the people to see 
her, the Queen said, "You may take me 
front the palace us e.trly as you like;'do 
with me w hat you think best and bring mo 
back at no m atter w hat hour, but the 
cerem ony m ust lo in the Abbey.” 
The 
officials concerned are taking 
full ad­ 
vantage OI this largo permission. 
They 
propose that the Queen shall drive, in full 
state, w hich she has not done sin e lr in c e 
Al lier t’s death, flout tile palace upon Con­ 
stitution Hill. through Hyde Pane. to the 
m arble arch, then along Oxford street, Hoi- 
Oorn, Newgate and Chenpside to the Bank, 
and thence back, eittier by tho em bank­ 
m ent or by I lect street, tho bt:and ana 
W hitehall io the Abbey. 
'I be police expect no attack. The Social­ 
ist m ob is cowed by cir Charles W arren’s 
firm handling. "As for private m alice or 
individual A narchists.” said anexpeiienc d 
officer, “ we fear nothing because every 
man who m editates m ischief knows if bo 
attacked Die Queen lie would Le torn to 
pieces bv Die crowd.” 
The corporation of Dublin, by a vole of 
28 to 
rejected a proposal to send a con­ 
gratulatory address to tho Queen on tho oc­ 
casion of ber jubilee 
The announcem ent 
of the vote w as greeted w ith cheers, which 
tho introducer ol the m otion asked the Lord 
Mayor to suppress. The Lord Mayor replied 
tit t the dem onstration was directed, not 
against the Quei n, but against her erratic 
advisers. She m ight soon have different 
advisers, and att address would then be 
more appropriate.

Alterant by the Nihilists to Serve Him 


ms His Knitter Wit* Served. 
Tile Berlin correspondent of the London 
Times received on Tuesday a cipher tele­ 
gram announcing tho failure of an attem pt 
to kill tho Czar and Czarina w ith dynam ite 
bombs. The leader of the plot was arrested 
and im prisoned in the fortress of Peter and 
Paul. The im perial court attended a fu­ 
neral service before the late czar’s tomb in 
the Cathedral of Ss. Peter and Paul. Ser­ 
vices wore beld In all Hie churches ami at 
the shrine ox er the spot xx bere the czar was 
killed. 
In tho evening Die city was illu ­ 
m inated 
iii honor of 
the accession of 
Alexander IIL 
l ilt abortive attem pt to as­ 
sassinate the Czar proves to have been one 
of the m ost fiendish schem es over laid i y 
A narchists in atty country. 'Ute plot was 
arranged by m em bers of tile 'Terrorist sec­ 
tion of the Nihilists, anti no connection with 
it has been truced to the faction which is 
comim ting 
tho constitutional agitation, 
although this faction has assum ed the char­ 
acter of a secret society w ith widespread 
ram ifications. 
Several hundred persons 
affiliating with the constitutionalist agita­ 
tion have, however, recently been arrested. 
An authorized official declaration con­ 
cerning the attem pt upon the life of the 
Czar h a 'b e e n published. 
After review ing 
the policy of tho governm ent and declaring 
th at no changes were contem plated, the 
statem ent continues: 
“The Czar was deeply impressed with tho 
terrible circum stam cs 
lim ier xviii- h his 
luther mot his death. 
The last attem pt 
upon his own life, projected by Nihilists, 
produced a feeling of horror. Stil l it is un­ 
likely th at it will lead to a chanco of his 
previous policy. Ho deplores tho necessity 
w'hich constantly ©stets for costly precau­ 
tions for his personal safety whenever he 
desires to travel or even to move beyond 
the precincts of the palace, restrictions 
which im pede Ids m ovem ents and prevent 
his seeing lits people as they are, and judg­ 
ing tor him self concerning their needs.” 
A naval officer has been arrested. Eighty- 
two arrests have been m ade iii the Char- 
koff University. 
Six students of St. Petersburg U niversity 
were arrested in tho Newsky Prospect, 
having in their possession bombs. 
Tho 
prisoners adm itted th at they belonged to a 
secret crim inal society. The tom bs found 
on them were charged w ith dynam ite. Each 
bomb was arranged to throw eleven balls, 
and all these balls were filled with strych­ 
nine.

The destruction of the village of Birken- 
berg, near Prague, by an earthquake, is re­ 
ported. 
Snow storm s are raging in the northern 
part of Bi ain. No tram s from the north 
reached M adrid W ednesday. 
The Aloorish authorit.es have released 
thirty-three

Am erican claim s at Alcazar ami Earache. 
T he Indian governm ent intends to sta­ 
tion a force on the frontier in the Pish in 
district to m orally support the Ameer of 
A fghanistan. 
It is reported th at Prince AIR nso, the 
K ing of Portugal’s second son, will repre­ 
sent his father on the occasion oi Queen 
V ictoria’s jubilee. 
Tenor Capellet, the African traveller, has 
been appointed Portuguese commissioner 
to settle Die dispute between Portugal and 
the Sultan of Zanzibar.

It w as reported th a t Em peror W illiam on 
his birthday would proclaim Crown Prince 
Frederick W illiam co-regent, with tim con­ 
sent of th e Bundcsrath, but it is denied by 
the Emperor. 
Prince Henri of Reuss, the G erm an am ­ 
bassador, gave a banquet to the Germ an 
re sid e n t of Paris on Monday in honor of 
Em peror W illiam 's birthday. On Tuesday 
a banquet was given at the Im perial pal­ 
ace. at which Count Kalnoky. A ustrian 
prim e m inister, and Prince Reuse were 
present, together with the leading diplo­ 
m ats in this city. T he Germ an residents 


have sent a special courier to Berlin lo 
present tho Em peror with a m agnificent 
address. 
The Bulgarian regents, fearing an out­ 
break of hostilities, have divtded Bulgaria

It xvas found th at his 
skull had been fractured and there were 
two ugly wounds, one on tho forehead and 
tho other on the back of the bead. The 
body was brought to Now York and will he 
taken charge of by relatives.

B aker also organized the U nited States 
M ortgage, Trust and D ebenture Com pany, 
with an alleged stock of $15O,(JO0l A eer- 
titicate hook in his possession shows th at 
tile tallow ing E astern parties contributed:

J be patients at once began to show signs 
of im provem ent. The night sw eats ceased, 
as ii ny m agic, the alm ost constant pains 
from which they suffered vanished, and Die 
appetite returned. Since the beginning of 
ttie treatm ent one ot tile num ber nasgniued 
twelve pounds in weight, while others have 
gained from three to five pounds in the 
sam e time. 
How far the im provem ent will continue 
up er the treatm ent cannot be judged, but 
the results have ' eon so satisfactory th at 
Dr. M cLaughlin has abandoned all other 
rem edies iii the treatm ent of patients who 
can be induced to subm it to the operation, 
and he feels alm ost ready to say th a t a cure 
for consumption which has alw ays been 
considered fatal w hen once developed, has

RAILROAD DISASTERS. 


The Accident on the Boelindale Bridge in 
Boston Investigating the 
Causes— 
Sm&8h-Ups Elsewhere. 
The exam ination into the cause of the 
terrible accident at the Bussey bridge, on 
the Boston & Providence railroad, which 
xvas fully reported last week. has been 
going on, under the direction of the Massa­ 
chusetts railroad com m issioners. 
All tho 
evidence tends to show th at the bridge was 
faulty in construction, and th at it bail been 
regarded and reported as dangerous over 
six years aga 
The evidence tending to show its stru ct­ 
ural weakness is so purely technical as to be 
of little public interest, though of im m ense 
importance. 
In ad tit ion to thedeathsalready reported. 
a t feast six of Die injured, now in tho hospi­ 
tal. ate likely to die. arid their cases are 
practically given up as hopeless. One of 
those died on Monday aint tho deaths of tho 
others are daily expec ted. Tho funerals of 
the unfortunate people killed outright by 
the accident occurred during the week. 
giving ri-e to m any affecting scenes, es­ 
pecially in the town of Dedham where 
many homes xvere the scenes of m ourning. 
T ho directors of tho Providence Railroad 
Corporation, w ithout w aiting for the result 
oi tho otncial investigation now in progress 
into tho cause of the disaster at Bussey 
bridge, or of availing them selves of the de­ 
lay allowed tor defending snits at law, will 
at one ■ Kettle for all iii uries caused by the 
accident, and pay the full am ount allowed 
bylaw in ©very case of death. They will 
also i ay for injuries or deaths of officers 
and other em ployes of the road the same as 
lf they were passengers. 
Mr. W inslow 
Warren, clerk of tho corporation, xviii re­ 
ceive nd ad list allciuim s against the road 
on account of tiiis disaster. 


O t h e r A c c i d e n t * . 
Twelve m iles from Parkersburg, W. Va,, 
on Die M arietta, Colum bus & Northern 
railroad, is a trestle ninety feet in height, 
which was W ednesday m orning tho scene 
of a bad accident. 
A heavy m ixed train, 
ca. t-bound, was divided on roaching tho 
tr< stlc, as a m atter of precaution. Tho 
hist section passed over all right, and tho 
engine, on which xvere five persons, started 
hack lor the other section oi the train. 
Wlieu tho 
highest point of the trestle 
was reached the engine gave a sudden 
jerk, and plunged straight down to the 
any*© below, carrying all on board with it. 
Lyle \ lucent and A lbert Bush lev, engineer 
mid firem an, were killed, and John McCoy 
and William Stewart. < onduetor and brake­ 
man, were ba ffy scalded. 
Michael Party. 
a passenger, had both legs broken, and was 
injured internally. At last reports he xvas 
thought to be dying. The Place into which 
the engine plunged is a yaw ning abyss, at 
the bot tom of xviii Ii is a rocky stream . The 
section for which the engine was returning 
had passenger coaches loaded, and Die loss 
of life would have been frightful had the 
accident happened while it xvas passing 
over. 
A collision occurred W ednesday evening 
on the Auburn division of Die New Turk 
Central railroad near Geneva station, be­ 
tween an express and a freight train. Tile 
engines and some of the ems xvere (lam- 
aged. and several persons were hurt, as fol­ 
lows: W illiam M anning of Rochester, en­ 
gineer of tile express, compound fracture of 
the left log and injured about, Die head;

Tho 
w ater is still 
rushing 
along iii its m ad course, rising slowly. If 
the Yellowstone xvators do not play havoc 
there will not likely be auy more dam age, 
fc-o far there has been no loss of life. The 
people who were obliged to take refuge on 
tile roofs of th eir sliacks have all been res­ 
cued, it is believed, and there is no further 
cause tor anxiety on this account. This is 
the case in this vicinity. 
W hat may be the 
situation above or below here tliero is no 
m eans c t knowing. 
T wo rescuing parties, which w ent out 
from hole, had a thrilling experience, but 
they m anaged to w eather Die Hood and the 
storm and get back satelj. in ade Ilion to 
the raging xvatois, which were running at 
the rate of ten m iles an hour, they hau to 
contend with a blinding snow storm and a 
tierce gale and blizzard. One party w ent 
out in a sm all boat, the other in a large 
yawl. 
They succeeded in rescuing five people. 
Two of them were Michael Feller, better 
known as “Dutch 
M ike,” and Thomas 
W hitney, whom they found on the roof of 
a shack at tho edge of the tim ber, where 
they had beeu for twenty-four hours. They 
had suffered some ft out cold and more from 
lear, being ail the tim e in great danger.and 
xx ere desperately hungry and dry. Toe roof 
of the Bhaok lei! in w hen they were being 
helped off. 
i ho patty in th e yaxvl w ent on through 
the hooded tim ber to nearly opposite Fort 
Lincoln, where they found, on a piece of 
dry laud in th at vicinity,only about sixteen 
feet square, H. McCarty and wile and C. A. 
Beal. 
In retui ping the rescuers had to con­ 
tenu most of the way with the current, and 
always xvi th tierce w iudsand blinding snow, 
aud were in danger from occasional masses 
of ice which they could not see until dose 
upon them . The wind was blowing forty to 
titty m iles an bour, aud 
now tilled the air, 
and they drifted before f ie wind, m aking 
the p a ra g e as ugcocufcita Ie as it was dan­ 
gerous.

They 
finally swam to land and disappeared. 
The Yellowstone volume of w ater is ex­

Fire and Loss of Life at the 
Hotel Richmond.

Bu ffa lo, N. Y.. March IS.—Buffalo lias 
been excited today as she has not been be­ 
fore in many years, and for good reasons. 
Visions of anarchy 
and incendiarism 
incarnate nave 
stalked abroad in her 
streets. 
Six tires, including a holocaust, in four­ 
teen hours! 
At 3.40 o’clock this m orning the night 
cierK of the nexv Richmond Hotel ran into 
tho street, yelliug "Fire! tire!” a t the top 
of bls voice. 
The soli'ary patrolm an on the corner took 
up the cry and alarm after alarm xveiit 
ringing along Die street. Soon th© fierce 
snorting of engines could he heard in all 
directions, and xvith a clatter snd bang they 
took up their station and began throw ing 
w ater into tho lower stories el the great 
botel. 
Cling-clang w ent Die electric bells in 
every room of the six-story hotel. 
Iii a m o­ 
m ent the shrieking of frightened w’omeu 
arose above the terrible roar of the lire. 
O ut they cam e in their nigtit-gowns, bare­ 
headed. hare-footed. They ran through icy 
pools of water, hurrying hither and thither 
for shelter. 
Men whoso w arm coats xvere none too 
heavy In tile xvintry night, stripped them 
off and xx rappcd them about Die scream ­ 
ing, shrieking women. There ate others 
left, whose pale. terror-stricken faces ap­ 
pear at Die windows and appeal tor help, 
whore there is no help. 
Soon they are seen com ing down hand 
over hand by m eans of stilus torn from 
their tied coverings. Some reach tho roofs 
of adjoining building# and are rescued bv 
the grhiiy-laced firemen. O thers wffio fol­ 
low come tum bling down upon the roofs 
aud are seen there helpless, w ith broken 
bones. 
O thers stand In the window and 
scream while Die red-tongued nam es lap 
tneir feet. greedy for their prey. 
One poor fellow jum ps from the fourth 
fiooi, strikes the telegraph wires, bounds off 
and catches a ladder. 
As lie descend* Die 
rungs cheer a ter cheer greets him . ’ T hank 
God!” he cries. "I never knew w hat life 
was worth bolore. I’m the happiest until 
alive.” 
Down collies a m an from tho roof of an 
adjoining building, and is 
S priaul O ui Den*! 
of a broken neck. 
Ho is nearly nude, and 
ids flesh looks as if it had been coated witit 
paints of red and blue. 
The Ii re-escapes are full of people xvho 
bold on for their lives, although tile irons 
are hot and are blistering their bauds and 
foeti 
Soon the walls are falling, covering tho 
prostrate ones lying on adjoining roots 
xvith brick and m ortar, tw enty feet deep, 
Tite buildings are too deeply buried ever 
to take tire. 
The flames have seized upon everything, 
and those who are left are gone. In six 
m inutes tho fire had vaulted from tite 
cloak-room on the first floor to the skylight 
on Die sixth. 'J here was nothing in tw enty 
m inutes more, and tho waits were falling. 
Tile hotel was a liro-trap, gilded beauti­ 
fully; lait a firetrap still. Thoro wa-, a 
court fifty feet square, and the staircases to 
the upper floors wound about it. The sound 
of the scratching of ii m atch in tho office 
could be heard on tho sixth floor. 
From w here the fire started to the roof 
thoro was nothing moro substantial than 
dry pine.

son on Die stairs. 
Instantly there was a creaking noise, and 
w ith a deafening crash the stairs and its 
hum an freight woie throw n into tho b Be­ 
m ent, a distance of fifteen feet. Th© con 
gregation near til© altar arow© and rushed 
panic-stricken from trio church. 
In tho 
hurry to escape many wore badly tram pled 
under foot. 
Many nieces of tim ber wert) 
foiled upon tho bodies of those xvho fell, 
and tlieir cries xx ere heartrending. 
F ath er Carton vainly endeavored to quell 
til© tum ult, but his words were drow ned in 
lite commotion. The police of the Thirty- 
liftli-street station were at once sum m oned, 
and succeeded in rem oving Die injured 
(rom Die debris. Tile backs of John Slieri- 
dan and Mrs. Burns wore broken. 
All 
have broken limbs, and their other injuries 
are of the most painful character.

P h il a d e l p h ia , Penn., March 19. —An or­ 
ganized effort is being m ade by influential 
m em bers of th© K nights of Labor to over­ 
throw the present adm inistration of th# 
order, and tiler© is a strong prooability thai 
it will succeed. W hile nothing can be 
done u ntil tho general assem bly conx-enes 
in M inneapolis, n ex t October, th© loaders 
of Die m ovem ent have been bard a t work 
for several weeks form ing plans to secure a 
m ajority of tho delegates to th a t session of 
the highest body of the great labor organ­ 
ization.

lf soluble phosphoric acid immediately 
reverts to its original condition when ap­ 
plied to the soil, and it is so stated in bul­ 
letin No. 12 of the Maine Experiment Sta­ 
tion. it seems to be a useless exoeuse to use 
sulphuric acid when tine ground phosphates 
are equally available to plants at 400 per 
te n t less in price. 
It is estimated that there arol,000,000 tons 
of fertilizers made annually of the value 
of $30,000,000. thus adding by using sul­ 
phuric acid over one-half to their cost This 
is not a small burden for the consumer to 
pay (or lack of knowledge. Increase the 
number of experiment stations anti benetit 
the farmers. Those who dance m ust pay 
the tiddler.

Remember that the manure question is 
the most important one connected with 
agriculture or horticulture. 
Study w hat your soil and the crops you 
grow need. aud then, as hest you can. teed 
so as to make special manures to meet the 
demand. 
Thorough acquaintance with processes of 
plant grow th is necessary lor judicious ma­ 
nuring. Apply iertilizers within reach of 
plant rootlets, oe it their nature to run near 
the surface or down deep into the ground. 
He who gives little to the soil can get but 
little from it; he who draws much from 
should give much to it. 
The soil cannot produce or build up plants, 
nnh ss it contains the ingredients of which 
6uch plants are composed. 
Soda, one of the alkalies contained in the 
ashes of plants, is very much the same as 
potash in its agricultural character and 
uses. 
lu one ton, 2240 pounds, of common salt, 
there are 833 pounds of soda and 1344 
pounos of chlorine. 
In one ton of gypsum there are 1317 
pounds of sulphuric acid. 
The UFe of common salt as a manure has 
long been recommended. In some places it 
has teen highly esteemed, and is still ex­ 
tensively and profitably applied to the land. 
It has.like many other substances, however, 
Buffered in general estimation from tho un­ 
qualified terms in which its merits have 
been occasionally extolled. 
For »H agricultural purposes it may be 
considered that carbonate of atntnou a and 
soda as» are equal, pound for pound, and 
that potash may be taken at one-half mom 
It is beyond dispute that on certain soils 
gypsum causes a largely increased growth 
of grass and clover, but experiment alone 
appears capable of determining on what 
soils it is likely to ho beneficial. 
W ith fipe ground raw phosphates as the 
basis of operations, w e eau now obtain com­ 
plete manures for every culture, made ac­ 
cording to any formula, and containing in 
a readily available and assimilable form all 
the ingredients called for. 
Since manures are the nourishing material 
of plants, and. other things boing equal, the 
higher profits of the beld depend only and 
alone on the greater easily-extracted quan­ 
tity of the same found iu the soil, therefore 
the more accurate knowledge of this sub­ 
stance. its preparation, proportional use. 
and how it may he procured on a farm in 
sufficient quantity and w ith the least cost, 
is of the greatest importance to the hus­ 
bandman. 
There is no one subject in agriculture 
which demands, at the present day, more 
cave. continued and widely extended ex­ 
periments, than the practice of manuring. 
Notwithstanding the mixing of lime with 
peat is c o t ain'.y, when properly made, a 
valuable manure, yet the advantages which 
may he derived by using alkaline salts in­ 
stead of lime. are of much greater impor­ 
tance and general utility, inasmuch as tho 
peat, by alkaline salts, is rendered com­ 
pletely soiuhie; whilst, by the application 
of lime, no greater proportion of it is made 
capable of solution than what is equivalent 
to the quantity <f volatile alkali, which 
may he generated in the process; besides 
which, a large proportion of tho acids con­ 
tained in the vegetable m atter combines 
with that which is calcareous, and forms 
insoluble compounds. From experiments 
made with alkaline salts and peat, it can ho 
asserted that the effects of such a mixture, 
weight for weight.are equal, if not superior, 
to those of dun*. 
Phosphate of lime is soluble in a solution 
of carbonic acid and of certain other or­ 
ganic acids which exist in the soil, and it is 
by means of these acids that it is rendered 
capable of entering into the roots of plants 
W herever vegetable m atter exists and is 
undergoing decay in the soil, the water 
makes its way to the roots more or less 
laden with carbonic acid, and thus 
is 
enabled to bear along with it not only com­ 
mon carbonate of lime, but also such a por­ 
tion of phosphate as may aid in supplying 
the necessary food to the growing plant. 
The liming of the land is tho harbinger 
of health, as well as of abundance. It salu­ 
brities no less than it enriches. The lime 
srrests the noxious effluvia which tends to 
rise more or less from every soil at certain 
seasons of the year, decomposes them, or 
causes their elements to assume new forms 
>f chemical combination, in which they no 
onger exert the same injurious influence 
an animal life 
When common salt is mixed with quick­ 
lime in compost heaps it is deprived by the 
lime of a portion of its chlorine, and is 
part ally converted into cansticsoda. The 
action of soda in this state is similar to 
that of caustic potash. Not only does it 
readily supply soda to the growing plant, 
to which soda is necessary; but it also acts 
upon certain other substances which the 
plants require so as to render them soluble, 
and to facilitate their entrance into the 
roots of plants. 
The object cf farming is that of all kinds 
of business, viz.: by moans of labor and

We have heard objections made to feed 
ing swine on meal from corn aud cobs 
ground together, the reason given being 
that it was feared the small bits of cobs 
might injure the stomach of tim pigs. 'N e 
have, however, in feeding this for a long 
while,

found 
that there were 
any injurious effects. 
Un 
the 
con­ 
trary, 
our 
experience 
has 
been that 
pigs would thrive better on this than 
on corn meal alone, 
for 
the 
reason 
that the ground cob served to make the 
meal more porous, so that tho gastric juice 
would penetrate it more readily. Coi n meal 
alone, when wet. forms a too solid mass in 
tho stomach to he easily digested. Un this 
account we regard corn and cobs ground to­ 
gether about as valuable for feeding pur­ 
poses as the same weight of corn meal 
alone. It Droves true in the case of swine 
as with cuttle and horses, that some c oarse 
food given with that which is liner makes a 
belter ration, more healthy and more protit- 
able. 
Superphosphate can be cheaply made by 
mixing too pounds of bones with thirty-live 
pounds of sulphuric acid and ten pound, of 
water. The tame should be placed in an 
old barrel, the larger ones broken to help 
to dissolve, Then pour about half ot the 
add into the w ater; stir the mass, and in a 
few hours add the balance of the acid. As 
this will he rather strong. It will be advis­ 
able to redrne by mixing a little plaster. 
Be careful that the sulphuric acid dees not 
touch the clothing or person of the opera­ 
tor, else it will leave its mark. 
Care should be exercised iii feeding poul­ 
try. that in their food there shall ne noth­ 
ing that has a rank flavor, or It will be de­ 
tected in the eggs nod even in tho flesh of 
fowls. Chopped onions or celery will im­ 
part their flavor to the egg; and, it fed very 
long ut on such food nnd then killed, the 
meat will have the same flavor. The same 
will also occur if liens are left to feed at the 
manure or dr nk barnyard water. In such 
a case, as it lias bern remarked by a writer, 
the eggs will remind one very much of 
1 Ally prepared tripe. Rya little care all 
these bad results can be avoided and desir­ 
able conditions maintained. 
It is not unfrequeutly the case that differ­ 
ent colonies of bees will get to quarrelling, 
and the stronger will overtOllie the weaker 
and rob the hive of its honey. Uccaslon- 
aily, too. a swarm that is placed in a new 
home will abandon m at homo and return 
to tho parent hive. We think we nave an 
unusual case in the abandonment of a hive 
by all the trees late in the tall, and with the 
hive well filled with honey, 'this was dis­ 
covered after a fall of snow. Not a single 
tree w as in tho hive, aud upon removing it 
the amount of honey indicated that the de­ 
parture must have been made sumo time 
previous. No cause could be assigned for 
so singular a movement. 
Tim increasing number of eggs will Iced 
to a hu ger demand on the part of t h e t a s 
for shell forming material. Reep the bone 
and shell mill going. 
Shelter the tender little ones from the 
searching Mar Ii winds by soft ng the coop 
n the Minny side of a hedge, board fence, 
. r building, or. what is still better, set it 
under an open shed. 
Fowls that have spent the winter indoors 
will require careful attention now. Liko 
tender plants, they must he hardened very 
gradually, or a big crop of roup will be the 
result.

Beans are neb in nitrogen, and are good 
food for any sort of animals. Hogs may bo 
fattened on them 
There is nothing better 
for sheep, and they are just the thing for 
cows iii milk. 
There is a new way to work butter by put­ 
ting it in a whirling machine, in a coarsely 
woven sack. and whirling the buttermilk 
out of it. " ater is let in, and this is w birled 
out, and so the butter is made ready to 
pack. 
The calves w ant corn meal to make fat 
which will keep them W inn,bran to mnke 
hone and sinew, oats ground to make 
muscle and tissue, and linseed meal to keep 
the bowels healthy and the pores open an i 
to make the whole animal machinery work 
well. 
When the butter is washed with brine 
the salt is better mixed with it than when 
the salt is pot iii diy. The better the salt is 
mixed with the butter the more uniform 
tho flavor. The salt does not mingle with 
the butter until it is dissolved, and it does 
not dissolve until it absorbs enough of the 
buttermilk to d o st. Working the butter 
helps to mix the salt through it, but at the 
same time It crushes the grain of tho butter 
and makes it sa Ivy. 
Washing out the 
buttermilk aith brine when Hie butteris in 
a granulated form. or like grains, is tits nest 
way. 
For ducklings mix corn meal and bran 
equal parts and make into a mush and feed 
this in milk, lf milk is not to be hail, nut 
some ground meat or cracklings iii the 
mush. Clear, raw coni meal mixed with 
water is not a bt feeu for ducklings. Until 
past the downy stage they should have no 
water to swim in. (jive them all they want 
to drink. B utgra\el ami sand in the bot­ 
tom of tho water vessel. 
UU tile average seventy-five or 100-arro 
farm it will not cost over fifty cents apiece 
in clean cash to keen a small Mock of la' ing 
hens. W ith lair treatm ent they will aver­ 
age IOO eggs ca h in the 'ear. At fifteen 
cents a dozen the egg product will ba worth 
£-1 25 per h n. if 20 per cont, of the eggs 
bo used in the family, and for hatching to 
keep up the stock, w e shall still have $1 
loft as un offset to the fifty cents’ worth of 
food consumed. 
The difference is fifty 
cents, which is IOO per cent profit The 
eggs used aud tho droppings may be set 
over against tho labor and care bestowed 
on tho Ho k. It pays to keep liens. 
Grow pi a*o lo make the pork of. Grow 
as early as may ho; they will stand cooler 
weather and soil than most other crop". 
Mellow up potato or corn stubble with an 
Acme harrow, aud drill them in at the rate 
of two or two ami a half bushels per acre. 
As soon as the posse are formed iii tho pods 
mow and feed. Tho pigs will eat vines and 
all clean until they get ripe enough to shell 
iu handling. Then cut. cure and thresh 
saving tile stems carefully tor the sheep in 
the w inter. They are cheaply grown, easily 
handled, and leave the ground in splendid 
condition for sheep. It w ill be a big gain to 
both the pease and w heat to sow a goo I 
superphosphate liberally with them. 
Now cut scions ready for grafting. De­ 
stroy the caterpillars’ nests now 
Don't 
graft too soon; walt until winter is done. 
April is the month. Neighbors will give 
yon scions of their best sorts; nurserymen 
will sell them to you cheir. Make graft­ 
ing wax thus; Une part tallow, two bees­ 
wax, ihree resin. Maher & Grosh send out 
a good grafting pruning knife- We use one 
of them. 
Washing with cold water will kola to 
harden the muscles in a horse’s breast or 
I ack for the collar or the saddle.

H otbeds. 
Get a few beds, made un ana in working 
order, as soon as possible. We want some 
early cabbage, 
cauliflower and lettuce 
started ; also egg, tomato and pepper plants. 
Two or three weeks later on we shall have 
to make another hotbed, into which to ro- 
movH the egg, tomato and pepper plants, as 
these will not do well in the frame, after 
tile heat begins to wane, till the end of 
April, anyway. There is nothing gained by 
starting early and later on stunting the 
plants half to death by cold. But the cab­ 
bage, cauliflower and lettuce will not noed 
a second hotbed; they will attain a fair size 
in the first one. aud require to be gradually 
hardened off when about big enough to 
plant out. 
Radishes may also be (own 
in 
hotbeds 
now. 
Cucumbers, 
treated 
as egg aud pepper plants, 
by sowing 
in a hotbed, and later on removing to a new 
notbed. and planted out in it. do very well 
at this time of the year. fruit freely in May. 
aud are not subject to the blaeg aphis 


Hie bl o k or w bite seeded variety, but many 
on account of its large size. prefer the 
Silesia. Tho English cucumbers, as Tele­ 
graph. are the most prolific and. in my 
opinion, tender, but they cost too much. A 
basket of seed costs twenty live cents aud 
contains six, ten or twelve seeds, while we 
can buy two ounces of White Seine cucum­ 
ber seed for the sam e money. I like Tallby s 
and Boston Market as well as any. lf you 
wish a long radish, W o o d ’s is the earliest, 
but Beckert’s keeps longer in usable con­ 
dition; lf a turnip radish Extra Early Red 
Turnip anil French Breakfast are capital 
kinds, The white, yellow ami black sorts 
are not appreciated.— Rural New Yorker. 


In the Maple S ugar Camp. 
Professor A. J. Cook, in a treatise recently 
published on “Maple Sugar,’’ expresses the 
opinion that in localities where maple 
syrup sells for $1 25 pet gallon it will not 
pay to make sugar which sells at ten or 
twelve cents per pound. A barrel of sap, or 
about thirty gallons, while it will make a 
gallon of syrup will make only about eight 
pounds of sugar. 
Although Professor Cook does not think 
it pay' him to make sugar yet sugar is 
made, and he gives some instructions with 
regard to the process which will doubtless 
prove of value to litany renders. It is a 
common practice to take the svrup us R e ­ 
cured for canning, or better, a little thinner, 
that it may be more readily strained: allow 
it to become cold that the lime may be 
wholly removed, theu ’clarify'’ by use of 
milk or eggs nnd tho next day boil the 
syrup until it is reduced to sugar. Tills 
method I’rofe-scr Look disapproves, for it 
permits tho delicate aroma to partially 
escape. His plan consists in taking the 
syrup at the stare it is ready to can for 
market, and while it is still hot troni tho 
O 'aporator pass it into the sugar-pan aud 
reduce it at once to sugar. 
Malty experienced Vermont sugar makers 
advise leaving all the limo in tho sugar, but 
Prolesaor Cook prefers to strain tho hot 
syrup through flannel and then let it settle 
until partially cooled. 
Ho advises that 
great caul on Le exercised while boiling Ute 
syrup that it may not be burned. A slow 
fire is all important towards the last He 
dues not recommend stirring, but advises 
that a deep vessel be used, so that no means 
will be re mired to prevent the syrup from 
bolling over, lf any means he used he gives 
the preference to the addition of a little 
sweet cream. 
, 
, , 
When the liquid begins to gather in large 
air bubbles and break with a labored puff. 
it is ready to be removed. Due cart also tell 
when the reduction is complete by noting 
the pendent hair-like fibres as the liquid is 
dropped from a spoon. 
Experiments appear to have proved that 
the botling temperature varies with tho 
varying concentration of the syrup. Bor 
instance: Good syrup I oils at about 220' 
F.; barrel rugar, at 330 F .; cake sugar, at 
245 F„ and stirred sugar at 262“ F. From 
this the i rofestor decides that one needs to 
boil the liquid longer when cake or stirred 
sugar is desired. 
Often Hic sugar has l>een removed from 
the lire; it ought to be stirred as it cools, for 
by this means a whiter article is secured. 
Barie] sugar can be turned into barrels at 
o n c e , or, lf preferred, as soon as graining 
begins, and lf it is permitted to drain, it 
willgrve dry, hard sugar. 
When the sugar 
is to be marketed iii tubs or pails, care 
ought to be exercised that neat packages 
are made. The covered tin pails are ap­ 
proved of by the authority in question. 


Fertilizer* fo r M arket Carden*. 
At a late meeting of New England far­ 
mers, according to a report in the Massa- 
ch use Its Ploughman, Mr. Gregory gave the 
following reasons for preferring fertilizers 
to stable manure in sumo phases of market 
gardening. He said that the great advan­ 
tage of fertilizers, in comparison with ma­ 
nures, is that one does not have to plough 
them in at the beginning, but can adapt 
them to the needs of the plants. Barnyard 
manure must be put in at lite beginning. 
If you don’t happen to have put iii enonuh. 
the crops must sutler. Fertilizers can bo 
applied at any time. If tho crop does not 
seem well fed, you eau put on more lorn!- 
izer. Mr. Gregory gave a practical illustra­ 
tion by citing his experience with an acre 
and a half of onions. 
Tho onions seemed starved and failed to 
thrive; an application of fertilizer was 
made, and resulted in a good trop of onions; 
the onions started into vigorous growth 
directly after the application on tho onlou 
Clop. Just before it begins to bottom, Mr. 
Gregory uses sulphate of ammonia and 
nu rate of soda, tho latter being the most 
active form of ammonia. 
He uses 260 
pounds pee acre and slido hoes it in: it 
works iii easily, nnd it makes lite onions 
plump. Worked iu tho soil in this wav it 
is of assistance to tho onions bottoming. 
The gardener doesn’t want the grow iii of 
onions to go into the tops, but into the bot­ 
toms. 
Un Hie subject of stimulating crops with 
artificial fertilizers, Mr. Gregory illustrated 
the ditlerenco between stable manure and 
commercial 
fertilizers for the purpose. 
showing that in Hie nature of things the 
fertilizers arc l etter whore immediate re­ 
sults are required, boca use the food in them 
is immediately available. 
'] hese remarks by no means disparage 
that universal fertilizer, stablo and I arn- 
yard manure, but go to prove the efficacy 
of using the two in conjunction. It also 
proves that when the farmer hasnot enough 
of the one for both field and garden, com­ 
mercia! fertilizers are a reliable adjunct 
with which to supplement tho stable lna- 
nuie.

M anure for the C order. 
During several years’ experience in gar­ 
dening I Lave found it unprofitable to raise 
vegetables for m arket w ithout a heavy ap­ 
plication of manure. Stable manure is tho 
main reliance, but tho m arket value is so 
high that it must be applied judiciously to 
matte its use profitable. I have used com­ 
mercial fertilizer freely for two years, but 
find it inferior for Hie garden to stable 
manure composted with forest leaver or 
forest mould. Great care should be used in 
saving manure, or you may have bulk of but 
little value. Forest leaves when well rotted 
seem to be especially adapted to the garden­ 
er's wants. I have had the greatest suc­ 
cess with a compost of two-thirds or one- 
ha'.f foro-t mould, and one-third orone-half 
stable manuie. kept moist and well coveted, 
locked over occasionally to mix and make 
tine and to regulate the moisture. 
This 
will be found a rich plant tood and well 
a apted for any crop. Moieover, I find seed 
germinate better with this compost than 
v, itll any other manure, particularly com­ 
mercial fertilizers. No evil consequences 
follow’ a superabundant 
application of 
manure. A compost formed of the following 
substances makes an excellent lertilizer for 
vegetables; For a base take forest mould: 
upon this throw all animal m atter found 
about the premises—the carcasses ot small 
animals, offal of every kind, woollen rags, 
bones, old boots am' shoes and waste 
leather of every description, the droppings 
of the fowls, soapsuds, salt. chamber lye, 
slops from the sinks, ashes, nightsoil. in 
fact, anything that. will decompose. Green 
weed* and vegetable matter ot whatever 
sort will aid to give moisture, which the > out­ 
post must have. As olten us necessary to 
keep down bad odors and to hold escaping 
gases grass sods or soil from tho fence cor­ 
ners should be Hi rown over the heap. When 
thoroughly decomposed this will lie a fertil­ 
izer of great value.—Thomas D. Baird.

A contributor to NVa’laco’s Monthly, in a 
plea for a higher standard of breeding for 
horses, lays down the following as an idoal, 
which he calls 
FOUNDATION RUFER I 
First—Any stallion having a record of 
2.30 cr better, and whose siro or dam is a 
standard animal. 
Second—Any stallion the sire of two ani­ 
mals having records of 2.30or better.

Seventh—Anv animal whose sire and 


she is out of a mare wbo.se sire and whose 
dam’s sire and dam are standard under any 
of the foundation mien. 
Tenth—Any mare whoso sire is standard 
under any of tho foundation rules, pro­ 
vided her dam is by a standard sire and her 
grand-dain a mare standaru under any of 
Hie foundation rules. 
Eleventh—Any mare whose sire is stand­ 
ard and whose dam’s sire and dam are 
standard under any of the foundation rules. 
Discussing these rules ho says; 
I know it will he said that these rules are 
narrow, and would exclude a large propor­ 
tion of the stock of almost every breeder, 
thus affecting private interests iii a ruth­ 
less manner. This must be admitted. But 
should not the aim of the standard be to 
protect the public interest rather than to 
advance private enterprises!* 
Is it not a 
fact that all breeders have more or less posi­ 
tive trash, to say nothing of young animals 
whose individual merit aud the merit of 
whose immediate ancestors in, to say the 
least, very doubtful? And shall such be 
admitted to equal 
rank with 
produc­ 
ers and 
performers, and 
allowed, as 
they now are, to perpetuate that rank In­ 
definitely, regardless of their own short­ 
coming? The present Is a standard pat­ 
terned decidedly after the plan of the Eng­ 
lish nobility, and everybody knows how 
that plan breeds both men aud horses. 
When an animal bas once been admitted, 
oven though it may be in virture of the per­ 
formance of a single distant relative, there 
is no suoh thing as weeding him or his de- 
Rceiidanta out. They are there “under the 
highest rule of breeding.” and there they 
remain safe and secure to the end of the 
chapter. It seems to me that the proposed 
standard would represent real American 
principles, for.no matter how distinguished 
his grandfather may have been, whenever 
a horse failed to demonstrate his own merit 
he would have to go, in true democratic 
fashion. 


C r o w i n g Earl y C abbage. 
l ast s turner I grew seventy-five differ­ 
ent strains of early and second early cab­ 
bage, in twenty-five different varieties. 
Tile seed was obtained from the leading 
seedsmen In this country, and some from 
European seedsmen. A good many of them 
were sent me by VV. J. Green of tho Uhio 
Experim ent Station, and were, I presume, 
Hie product of tho best seed obtainable. 
I used to think that if I ordered the seed 
of any leading variety—for instance, Early 
Summer—from any leading grower. I would 
get just that variety, without much or any 
variation, but I w as badly m istaken; the 
different strains of this cabbage held by 
different seed growers are so varied in their 
character as to make them appear like dif­ 
ferent varieties altogether. It is not for me 
to say who I consider has th© I est strains 
of tiffs or anv other variety of cabbage seed 
- th e best is often to be found when least 
ex peeled. 
Large showy pictures in finely 
gotten up catalogues are not a sure guaran­ 
tee of good strains of seed. Competition in 
the production of seed has now attained a 
stage that thoce who wish to come out 
ahead have to produce the very best, and 
maintain it iii its purity, without which 
purchasers will not be satisfied. 
Due trouble with many seed-growers 
comes from growing different varieties for 
seed too near each other, thereby getting 
them cross-fertilized by wind and insects— 
bees carry pollen a long distance—and pro­ 
ducing crosses we do not desire. For in- 
stance, several strains of Early Summer 
that I grow looked as if they were part 
Burly Summer and part Late Flat Dutch; 
they formed excellent heads, but were too 
late. coming in with Fouler'# Brunswick 
and Earlv Drumhead,-and inferior to either 
variety, lf I plant Early Summer cabbage, 
I want it to 
be ready for Hie mar­ 
ket 
before 
my Jersey "Wakefields are 
all gone. so 
that 
I 
have 
a suitable 
succession. 
The market 
gardener has, 
in the VV est. at least, so much now to con­ 
tend with in marketing cabbages th at there 
are only two k nds which pay h lm -th e 
early aud late. Such as mature with l<ott- 
lcr’s Brunswick and Early Drumhead are a 
drug on the m arket There ara two causes 
for th is-the market at tills time is gener­ 
ally overstocked, while the weather being 
hot, there is not so much demand aa long as 
other vegetaolos, snch as tomatoes and 
sweet corn, can be procured. I had some 
strains of Early Summer cabbage, how- 
ever, which were mature within a week of 
the first cut Wakefields, and a long way 
ahead of several of the much-lauded strains 
of Wakefield now freely advertised; they 
were not as large as the lute maturing 
strains, but were just as hard and solid as 
cab ages could be, and sold at a good price. 
When my neighbor used to be cutting 
cabbages by the time mine were only term­ 
ing their heads, I blamed by soil; and, 
while that lias considerable influence, my 
experiments lead me to believo til at Hie 
different strains of seed have more to do 
with it than the soil. 
I iouml tim same variety of strains in fif­ 
teen different kinds of cauliflower which I 
experimented with. some of them early, 
some late,and some producing nothing but a 
small blue Odored curd of no use whatever. 
I tumid tliis with early Snowball assent out 
by different seedsmen. Now, neither soil 
nor weather caused this difference, as they 
grew alongside each other, got the same 
amouu s of manure, were planted on tho 
same day and received the same cultivar 


Another practice which is of no benefit to 
the purchaser is the sending out ot old 
kinds of cabbage and cauliflower as new 
varieties and under new names. This prac­ 
tice of renaming is not confined to these 
classes ot vegetables. Nearly all the early 
smooth pease are so nearly alike that the 
names are tho only difference. 
tiur experiment stations are doing much 
good in the way of showing us what kinds 
of seed are reliable for general Purposes, 
but this work is curtailed by a laok of 
means to carryout their experiments. If 
the present bill before Congress for a better 
support ol these stations should become a 
law, it would lie a benefit to the raiser of 
crops not only, but to the consumers us well. 
lf tho money now used by Hie government 
in sending worthless seed throughout the 
country was used in helping to support 
these agricultural stations, 
then there 
would lie a chance of it doing some good to 
tim country. A large proportion of these 
seeds go into the hands of people who 
never raise a plant, and are often either 
I brown out as rubbish or allowed to remain 
unopened in the package. No one after 
having tried and depended on them iot a 
crop wishes to do so again.—[Country Gen­ 
tleman.

Removing Stump*. 
I have read J. M. S. on stumps with inter­ 
est, but believe I Lave a netter and a cheap­ 
er plan to get rid of those pests, I give all 
the details: and, while in some sections my 
plan may be useless, owing to high-triced 
labor, it certainly can be utilized all over 
the South. My experience h.is been con­ 
fined to the large, long leaf pine, which has 
a tap-root, often measuring two feet in 
diameter three feet below the surface of 
the gtoun i, 
My first experience war with stump-Dull- 
ers, and it was time wasted; I might just as 
well have tried to raise the NVashington 
monument, 
Next I Hied blowing them out with pow­ 
der. This cost too much, loft too much 
alter work, and was a failure on many 
stumps, only blowing off a part. 
Next I tried the auger, oil and a match. 
Title proved a dead failure. 
I then put a hand to work, with axe, 
shovel and grubbing hoe, and one day’s 
work satisfied me that t had found H at 
last. I now give out my stumps by contract 
at twelvo and a half cents a stump, largo 
and small, holes tilled up. 
When the 
stumps are out I go to each ope, bor© an 
inch auger hole ton or twelve inches into 
the heart of the stump, fill two-thirds with 
common blasting powder, drive in a wooden 
plug, four Inches long, with groove in one 
side, insert in a safety gioove luso, light it, 
step oft lorty or fifty yaids, ana in a min­ 
ute explosion follows, and the stump is in 
good condition to be picked up, put in a 
cart and hauled to the wood pile. 
My fuse I make by doubling some ball 
lauiDwick, wetting some powder until I 
make a dough ot it. and honldlng the cough 
in one bund, draw tho wick through it. just 
as I would do to whiten a chalk line. My 
plugs I make of anv scrars, one atta a half 
inches thick, rounded, and a groove made, 
with two pushes of tim chisel, This wont 
is done at odd times. Tho powder makes 
the wick stiff, so there is no difficulty in 
inserting it in tile groove. After placing 
fuse J dampen about an inch, leaving first 
half inch ary to be lighted; this gives me 
ample time to get away from the Btump, as 
the wet part will fizzle and spit, until the 
spark gets to the dry, ana then it is just a 
flash. 
Always go from the ond or the 
stump, as it always bursts sideways aud up. 
My stumps then cost me;

self, aim at a time when there is no faun 
work going on. My stumps have now cost 
me lf 17 05. at the wood ptffi, in good shape 
for fire-wood, nnd no wood is any Letter. 
Now it costs me sixty-fivo c*nts to h ive a 
cord of firewood cut, so I creak the stumps 
with twelve cord* of wood. at sixty-five 
cents, making *7 80, deduct this from 
$17 06, and I Jiavo as total cog of loo 
stumps. $0 25. Can J. M. 8. beat this? I 
base my credit on the calculation of e ight 
stumps making a cord, and In an experi­ 
ence of 700 or SOO stumps, I have found it 
to be very nearly accurate. 
A word now' about the d wren A good 
hand will take nu from eight to fifteen 
stumps a day, and till the holes, bv having 
a twelve-year-o.d boy to hoe mound the 
stumps aud till in the earth, After the tap 


root is cut he will throw in earth on one 
side of the stump, and push it over on that 
eartli; then the other side the same, aud so 
on, until, when the bolo is filled up, the 
stump is out of tho ground directly over 
the place where Hie hole was. Labor costs 
here (SU cents a day; so you see at 12Va 
cents, eight stumps give my hand $1 for 
himself nnd boy, and if he gets twelve up 
ho makes $1 50 a day-better wages than 
field work.—[Country Gentleman.

cy which he congratulated himself on 
having laid up for his family was afterward 
swept away, and the home which he prided 
himself on leaving them threatens to pass 
from them forever: 
W a sh in g t o n, February 27 ,1824. 
My D kait W ife—Un yesterday I received 
your kind letter of the nth instant, aud as 
you have requested, will write you often. I 
am happy everything progresses well with 
you, and that your health is good; that there 
is nothing on your mind lo trouble and per­ 
plex it exoept my alienee. This, my love, 
a few more weeks will dispel by my return, 
alihough I cannot say with positiveness 
when I will be able to leave here, but hope 
bv the middle of April. Be assured that I 
will not remain one day longer than lean 
help. 
I am gratified to learn that the season 
with you has been so mild. 
Tho winter 
hero has been unusually so, but very van- 
tile with sudden changes. This has ren­ 
dered colds very frequent, and has keDt me 
very much withindoors. My general health 
is good, but I am troubled in Hie mornings 
with cough; but still, with the attention of 
tho amiable family in which we live, I am 
in hopes it will vanish on the approach of 
spr luff* 
I have seen Mrs. Watson today; sho and 
her family are well. She will write you in 
a cay or two. She lias a wish, if she could. 
to remove from Uhs city to the neighbor­ 
hood of Nashville, where she thinks with 
industry she could support her large family. 
I intend shortly to write herbrothor; she 
js in straitened circumstances, support­

When we started from Washington on 
September 20. and our friends asked, 
“How’ long are you going to be gone?” we 
answered, "We hope to get through with 
our hunt in two months, and back across 
the Yellowstone before the blizzards be­ 
gin,” To their next query, “How many 
buffalo do you expect to get?” we said, 
VWell, we hone to got twenty,” with Hie 
mental addition, “and don’t we wish we 
may get thorn I” 
In view of the public interest at stake on 
Hie success of our undertaking, the officials 
of tho Pennsylvania, the Chicago, Mil­ 
waukee & St. Paul and Northern Pacific 
railways very kindly furnished us free 
transportation over their respective lines. 
We reached Miles City on September 24, 
and were met by Irving Boyd, a cowboy 
whom I met in the spring and engaged to 
go with me as the foreman of my "outfit.” 
The weal her was fine, and there was nota 
('av to bo lost. Thanks to the energy nnd 
good-will of tho officers at Fort Keogh 
there was not an Hour’s delay, and on the 
alternoon of the 25th, just thirty-six hours 
after we stepped oil the cars, by dint of 
lively work we were ready, and at once 
pulled out across the Yellowstone for Hie 
“north side.” 
Equipped for Tw o Month* In the Field. 
Even then tho good people of Miles City 
looked upon the undertaking of "them bug 
hunters” as “a regular w ild-goose cha^e,” 
sure to cost a great deal, and result, in noth­ 
ing. Une man had the audacity to say to 
Boyd. confidentially: “Look a-here. Boyd, 
what s the use of you fellows going up 
Utero? Ui course it’s itll right for you to 
niaki-all you can out of the government. 
But there ain’t any buffalo up there, aud 
you know It-” 
“There ain’t, hey?” said Boyd; “well, 
now, suppose you just wait and see. Maybe 
we don’t know what we’re up to,aud ntaybe 
we do.*' 
Each of my three cowboys furnished his 
own horse, selected with special care for 
the hunt, and for myself, I bought two 
saddle horses for $105, a team for $135 and 
hired a ranch wagon and harness at $10 a 
month. Dater en the work became so ter­ 
ribly wearing on our saddle horses that I 
hired two from a ranch aud used both the 
team horses to ride as well. There w as ne 
forage of any kind to be furnished up 
country, so I took 2000 pounds of oats to 
start with, iii order to feed well while we 
rode hard. From Fort Keogh we got a six- 
ntule team to haul our freight to the hunt­ 
ing ground, und with it was sent an escort 
consisting of a sergeant and four men 
An 
old grizzly campaigner front Company I of 
tho 
Fifth Infantry. Patrick McCanna by 
name, was detailed togo with us as cook, 
and I will always bo grateful to the good 
fortune that sent us “Mack.” 
It really seemed to me that the private 
soldiers composing that escort were the 
most oamanke ous feiJows I ever had to 
deal with. Tho moment we met in Miles 
they began to "kick ’ about Hie size of the 
load, and when their team finally pulled 
out down the street I saw sundry 
B lack Bottle* TY living ta the Air, 
which boded no good to me. By the time 
tho Yellowstone ferry was reached they 
were gloriously drunk, all except the ser­ 
geant and McCanna. and as garrulous us 
magpies. Old Joe, the teamster, sat humped 
up on bis saddle mule, jerk-line in hand, di­ 
viding his time equally in jerking the 
leaders and "argyiu’ ” with tho men. The

The wheel* dropped into the 
loose dirt,aud with a mighty lurch over site 
w ent McCanna, being an old campaigner, 
aud on the lookout for number one, saw 
what was coming,and jumped off oil the up­ 
hill side. And then, oh, what a fail was 
thoro, my countrymen! Down went the 
great pyramid of freight, 4000 pounds or 
more; smash went the bows, and a torrent 
of bags. men. boxes, guns, tin cans and 
camp Kettles pourod out of that huge blue 
wagon-* ox and flowed down hill tow ard 
tho Yellowstone. 
• 
(Slowly and Madly tho Soldier* Pa led 
themselves out of the wreck and damned 
lie flood which fora time bad overwhelmed 
them. I was sorry to see that the sergeant 
wss the only one hurt —a sprained ankle— 
although vnri us complaints were lodged 
against certain bags of oats and boxes of 
canned goods which had lodged upon cer­ 
tain backs. But It was a sight to make tho 
toughest traveller weep. To me it was the 
downfall of the United States Army, and it 
vias not until Ed, Hastings came out to 
haul us In that I saw government teams 
handled so skilfuUyas to blot out all re­ 
membrance ot that strndd send-off, 
We camped that night at Chapman s 
ranch, eight miles from Miles City, and for 
the first and only time on the w hole trip 
o; r cook w as mad. And no wonder 
In ma 
six-mule load, chaos reigned supreme, and 
in tho escort whiskey. Jt was dark as pitch, 
tho lantern had been smashed, and nothing 
could be found save coffee and a coffee pot. 
Our own tent was put u p : but the soldiers 
slept out In the open, aud in the night there 
came upon us such a storm ot wind and 
a..si ss I wish never to r-ee again, 
But the 
coming of a bright, cold morning cleared 
away our annoyances, and we Doll# ! up tho 
Sunday creek road, cine northwest, all the 
way toward the Tow’s ranch, ou the. Big 
Drv, 
We had with us a* a passenger Mr. Tow 
himself, who bad just returned from a dis­ 
heartening trip to Chicago with his fall 
shipment of cattle. Owing to the peremp­ 
tory removal of the cattlemen from the 
Indian Territory, by order of tho President, 
and the overcrowding of the northern 
ranges, which rendered it impossible to find 
grazing-ground for their herds In the North, 
thousands 
of 
bead of Southern eatlle, 
W hi le herds in fact, were forced into the 
market, 
aud 
consequently 
prices 
de­ 
clined 
to 
almost nothing. 
It wus a 
Bud Outlook for Stickm en, 
for what will good management and econ­ 
omy amount to when cattle are worth only 
#2 75 or $3 per IOO in Chicago, when they 
should bring double that? Most of the 
Northwestern ranchmen thought it wise to 
sell, even at I hose figures - aud bow' they 
must thank their lucky stars now that they 
did so. A few wealthy firms decided to ho d 
their hooves over on the range until another 
season. 
Now while they see their cattle 
starving and freezing to (loath on all shies, 
bow they must regret their decision. But 
they are plucky, these "'©stern ( attle men. 
Elko wolves, they “die without whining.” 
In the fin eof almost overwhelming disnsior 
they try lo look on the bright side. and de- 
clare that things might be much worse than 
they are. lf they ’vialled to discourage pos­ 
sible rivals they would magnify their losses 
and discouragements, hut they dou’t: they 
keep a stiff’ upper lip and courageously 
bonn for “ Defter luck next time.” 
And this is just what o h o might expect of 
nu n who have grff enough to leave cogi­ 
to, table homes in the l ast, learn fond 
wives end children, or sisters and swect- 
ffi-arta, leave books and papers, music, 
churches, lectures, aud lust, but D otiest, 
good food, good water an i good boos—to 
leave about everything that makes life 
worth ll vine, ana go cut " e s t to live on a 
cattle ranch. Isay I admire any man who 
has grit enough o do it, (or i’d die first, I 
could stand the roughing it. the bodily dis­ 
comforts and the hard work, the boat in 
summer, aye. and the cold of winter, too, 
for that matter, but the loneliness of those 
vast solitudes, tile lack of congenial society, 
the alienee of toe world's literature, and 
above ult the absence cf borne- 
Mott’* )l*»t Previous Clift to Matt 
-w ould kill me! I would not bo exiled to a 
Montana cattle ranchten 
months out of 
every year for a whole herd of golden 
calves. 
Montana is a cruel country, about the 
cruelest I know except Bernoo. The land 
is so poor that yon could not raise a din. 
turbanceou IL Not a grain of corn, oats or 
wheat, not a cabbage, turnip or potato cam 


you grow anywhere save in some valley 
where irrigation is possible. The country is 
treeless, desolate and bleak. In sum mer the 
terrific heat scorches you, dries up the pools 
of water and nearly kills you with thirst 
In winter til© blizzards almost sweep you 
off Hie face of the 
earth, the 
snow 
blinds 
you, 
the 
snow-tilled 
coulios 
lie like so many traps to enfulf you, the in­ 
tense cold freezes man and beast, and tile 
snow covers up the grass until Ute cattie 
and horses starve, 'J ho distances are tire­ 
somely ion?, the monotony oppressive, and 
the roughness of the country is terribly 
wearing on Doth man and beast. If you get 
lost there are no good landmarks, there is 
nothing to eat, and in winter nothing to 
make a fire with. There is one good thing 
to I e said for the country, however. Al­ 
though it will never be worth anything tor 
agriculture, for cattle and horses it is the 
finest grazing ground in the world. The 
short, curly buffalo grass dries up in the 
fervid heat of the summer, and becomes 
simply standing hay of the richest sort. 
Speaking of buffalo grass always reminds 
mo of Old Joe’s remark to one of the sol­ 
diers: Be It known, first, that buffalo grass 
( urbs tightly to the grouud and forms a per­ 
fect carpet about an inch thick. Une night 
in (amp the soldiers "ere discussing In­ 
dians, and one innocently remarked that 
H o s t i l e * W o u l d H i d e I n t h e O rat* 
and creep up to our camp if they wanted to 
attuck us. Uld Joe removed bis short pipe 
and remarked drily: 
“Well, lad, it’ud lie adorned smbal Indian 
that could hide in this grass!” which 
brought down the house with a great up­ 
roar. 
Although the trail was in fine condition, 
it is against the law’ (of the quartermaster’s 
department) to trot a six-mule team, so wo 
made only about twenty-two miles a day. 
vViienever we (ould we camped at a water 
hole, and when we couldn’t we took water 
along in our casks and made a “dry camp” 
whenever night overtook us. Between tne 
head of Sunday creek and the Little 
Dog 
we 
pulled 
across 
tho 
big 
divide which forms the crest 
of 
the 
Missouri Yellowstone w a’ershed. It was 
like going over the roof of the world. For 
fifteen miles or more we were on tho trteat 
ridge, un endless succession of bleak, wind­ 
swept hills and hollows, rolling away on 
every side, mile after mile, until the eves 
got tired of looking over them. 
They 
looked as if they had been shaved and 
sandpapered all over, they were so smooth 
and so utterly barren. 
Nothing grew on 
them save buffalo grass, bunch grass here 
and Utero and a few wild and wary ante- 
hu e. Not even a friemily sage bush afford­ 
ed til© weary eye a resting place. A man 
could not find a better piace to starve to 
death in if he hunted Montana all over. 
The fourth day odt we crossed the Little 
Dry, to which we hart longingly looked for­ 
ward to tor water, We found in it what by 
courtesy was called water, but it was too 
thick to drink ami too thin to walk on, It 
was mud jelly. Our cow horses swallowed 
it without grumbling; ihey were used to it, 
poor brutes, but it was a different cuso with 
tho government mules. Old Joe unchecked 
them, dipped a pailful of the stuff, and held 
it up to Hie near leader. The thirsty mule 
thrust his head eagerly into the pail, took 
one swallow only, then cocked his cars aud 
looked at Old Joe out of the corner of his 
eye. saying distinctly, “What are you giv­ 
ing us?” The stuff was offered to each of 
the six mules, not one of which took a 
second swallow, aud the off wheeler came 
near

When Old Joe had gone the round he 
threw tho water out of the pail with a dis­ 
gusted air. and said: “One bucketful o’ 
this water is enough to water all tho mules 
Uncle Sam’s got!” 
Between the Little Dry and Big Dry we 
saw what has become of the millions of 
l uffalo. Hundreds of carcases lay scattered 
over the prairie in every direction. I hey 
lay thickly along both sides of the road, 
and the bad lands were full of them. After 
passing tim Red Buttes, on the way up. 
we were hardly ever out of sight of a 
bleaching skeleton, and sometimes a score 
wero in sight at one time. Once I counted 
seventeen lying grouped together in a 
space of not over two acres in extent. 
It was a mournful sight. Although these 
buffalo were killed only four years ago or 
less, the powerful effect of Hie dry winds 
and intense heat of summer has literally 
stripped the flesh from Ute bone*, and left 
the whole skeletons lying inst as they fell, 
b eached as white as snow on the upper 
side, and very often with nearly every bone 
in its place. 
J he skinners flan left the 
heads of the bulls unskiuued, and the thick 
hide had dried down upon the sculls as 
hard as horn, holding the tangled masses 
of the shaggy frontlet firmly in place until 
it bleached brown in the sunshine, and 
finally w as worn aw ay bv wind and w eather. 
A little later we picked up eight just such 
skeletons as the above, absolutely complete, 
and with not three pounds of dried meat re­ 
maining on any one of them. The bleach­ 
ing power of Montana weather is perfectly 
marvellous. 
As we travelled back to Miles City in De­ 
cember we gathered up fifty-one perfect 
skulls of old bull aud cow’ buffalo to store 
up for the museums of the world that will 
beg for them a little later when tho buffalo 
are all dead and the bone gatherers have 
gathered in and crushed the last bone to bo 
found on the buff alo ranges. And I tell you 
it afforded me solid comfort to have it in 
my power 
To Lay Im Such a Hoarily Store 
before it was too late. For forty miles 
north of Miles City tho buffalo bones have 
already been gathered up clean! 
On the fifth clay w’e reached the HY ranch 
(Tow’s) on the Big Dry, ninety miles Horn 
Milos City, at the mouth of Sand creek, 
which comes in from the south w est This 
is the most charmingly situated ranch- 
house I saw any where in Montana. There 
is a lino of cottonwood timber along tho 
Big Dry, and I wish you could have seen it 
then. Every leaf was as yellow as gold aud 
alive with excitement. How merrily they 
danced and shone and rustled in the breezy 
sunshine, and af er the dead gray monotony 
of the shaven praries, how pretty they did 
look! 
Had i Peen alone I could have 
hugged someof those gnarly old coth woods 
and enjoyed it. When seen Irom a little 
distance, ns it lav between the two hard, 
barren ridges, which hemmed it in, the nar­ 
row valley of the Big Dry was fairly glori­ 
fied by the golden yellow line ot tree tops, 
which so beautifully marked itscour.se. I 
wanted to camp iii that timber, just for one 
night, to hear the leaves rustle, b u n t was 
not to bo done. Time was precious, " e 
unloaded our government team, and sent it 
back loaded with dry skeletons, left half of 
our freight stored at the ranch, and taking 
all we could haul on our own wagon, pulled 
off up Sand creek, and the hunt bogan in 
earnest. 
Cur task was to find twenty head 
oi Buffalo in a tract of bad land of gbout 
1000 square miles in area. 
While Brown 
drove the wagon up the Sand creek trail 
tho cowboys and Ipair.ul off and hunted the 
country on both sides for several miles 
back, closely and carefully. 
There were 
plenty of antelope, prairie dog* and saga 
cock, but no signs of bui’alo. 
Hie country 
was rough to start with, all badlands, ta 
fad. but tho higher we got tho rougher and 
wilder we tumid it. It was a terribly rough 
trail for the wagon, no made road any where, 
but tho team was an uncommonly good one, 
and on we went, slowly enough, to be sure, 
camping w here'er night overtook us. 
Thirty miles up, noir the Piney Buttes, 
we found h good spring, and camped 1or 
about ten days. while we gave the country 
to the north ami south a thorough over­ 
hauling. We rode 
From C u rly M orning U n til Su nset, 
but not very fast over such terrible ground, 
for thai would have worn all our horses out 
in a week’s time. Tho weat her was glorious. 
We killed as many antelope as we cared to, 
and we enjoyed the lite hugely,—but we 
louud no signs of buffalo. 
Hoping for better luck wo packed our 
lr. ps presently, and pulled on un psst the 
head ol band creek across a steep and very 
high uivide, aud finally encamped at about 
the worst water hole I ever saw. on tho 
head of Calf creak, a tributary of the Mis­ 
souri river. We wero just abovo the head 
ol Porcupine ere ck, due west of the iv a l of 
tho Little Dry, 136 miles from Miles City 
bv tho wav wa < ame, about forty miles 
south of tho Missouri and twenty-five oast 
of the Musselshell, Up there the country 
was not so rough, ravo on one si e ot us, 
the east, and we ti lt that our position was 
Hie key to an immense tract of “likely” 
country for bu if a I© 
The very day our second load of camp 
plumier wus being hauled up from our late 
camp on Sand creek, we struck our first 
bunch ot buffalo, although it was not a 
knock-down blow. One of our cowboys, I* 
8. Russell, w s piloting the wagon across 
Him divi o. mounted on the weariest buffalo 
horse in the outfit, which I regret to say 
was one of mine. When within three miles 
of our new canto ho came suddenly ut oil 
seven buffalo lying down in tho head of a 
ravine. He tired upon them two or throe 
times, but none fell, and when they dashed 
a wav he chased them for about three miles 
aud 
got 
two 
or 
three more 
shots. 
Th© old bull of the party was wonuded. but 
Russell’s horse gave; o u t-h o ’was tii*d out 
to start with - and to our great chagrin all 
the buffalo got away. It was a bitter disap­ 
pointment to me. and tho failure to bag 
even one buffalo stuug Russell liko a canto- 
meeting hornet. 
The herd ran due south, aud Russell did 
not give up the chape until he had satisfied 
himself that he could take up th© trail in 
Hie morning some miles further on. That 
night we lour hunters were un until a late 
J»our. 
VV© picket©'! our best horses and 
fed them well, cleaned and oi ed our 'Vin- 
ch es: ers most carefully, filled un empty 
cartridge 
belts, sharpened our skinning 
knives, cleaned our field gla-s a, and cot 
everything ut working order. We wero to 
U ke tho trail of those buffalo, five mile* 
away, at daylight: so I told the boys I 
would ©all all hand* ut 4 o'clock. Aud wo 
went to our blankets wondering what tho 
morrow had in store lor us.

W ith Morse Sc K alay’s k n ittin g cotton, 
No. 20, m ake a chain of forty-two stitches, 
miss six chain and m ake one treble crochet 
in the seventh chain, * m ake three chain, 
miss two, and m ake one treble crochet, re­ 
peat from * to the end of Hie chain.

A "Trum p Signal” Question.

W ill some of our good 
frien d s who know w hist please tell us how 
to signal to a partner th a t we w ant trum ps 
led when we can’t get the lead ourselves; 
also how shall we recognize our partner s 
trum p request? W hat is m eant bv the ex­ 
pression ’ Lead up to the weak' ? also Lead 
through th e strong"?

The trum p signal is usually m ade by 
playing an unnecessarily high card on one 
round and following it on the n ex t w ith a 
low card of the same suit; e. g., suppose 
hearts are trum ps, a spade is led, you have 
the nine and two of spades, are second 
hand and w ant trum ps; .to signal you will 
play the nine first and on the next round 
the two. This is a very easy thing where, 
for instance youropponeut lead-; king, then 
ace. and vour partner should see ut once 
w hat you want. II, however the opponent 
erratically sw itches oft to another suit and 
retu rn s to spades, three or four rounds later, 
it takes a good memory in your partner to 
detect your wish.

B> t if we < aff this damaging 
and deplore it in ’.hi rn, wl at shall we say 
of thoge men who do it voluntarily ? What 
shall we sty of the new spaper man wha 
sleeps all the forenoon in order that he may 
dawdle about the othce of a morning paper 
all night,, thinning thoughts and pencilling 
them off for the public, or pawing around 
over a wad of 
“manifold’* aud writing 
startling heads to dull telegrams half the 
night, while bis wile. who h. s taken time 
by the forelock and done lier work during 
daylight, Is In bed? 
I know that there are men who have been 
connected with journalism for years who 
lnsintain that it is n t a habit, but that 
with them it is absolutely necessary. 
For 
this rea on I consulted Mr. .James Mingle- 
son of Asheville, who snits the Dally Jim- 
plecnttva morning paper of tins place, and 
learned ttiitn him that it is not necessary to 
sit up 
in order to run a morning 
pacer. 
Ho the wives and mothers of morning 
Journalists and printers of New York should 
not longer bedeceived by this time-honored 
fraud upon their trusting natures. 
Air. Miggieson says that a rattling good 
morning paper can be worked off the press 
by sapper-time. and the evening reserved 
for social intercourse. 
And yet I know a Dale. studious news­ 
paper man. with silver iii his Lair, a man iu 
whose mouth butter would scarcely melt, 
who has. for twenty years and more, bam­ 
boozled hie trusting wife and grown-up son 
with this transparent fraud. 
He told me only a short time ago, with 
genuine pathos, that the first time be bad 
seen bis own son by daylight w as last f ill, 
He said that his son cam e of age last Oc­ 
tober, and through the courtesy of a mutual 
friend (the young man’s mother; he had the 
pleasure OI m eeting him on election day 
aud forming an acquaintance which he 
says may yet ripen into a strong friend­ 
ship. 
I have another acquaintance who assists 
in editing a morning paper, but he does nob 
believe in allowing his children to utterly 
forget nim, He does not want his boys to 
think they are orphans just because he is 
not always at home. He is a man of very 
strong will and a strict disciplinarian. Bo 
he gets a holiday every two weeks in order 
to g o home and do up his punishing. 
One time he found that his eldest or old- 
* est son—I do not know vb id i, because I am 
away from home without my library—Lad 
violated the rules of the Louse in a sad 
manner. 
As near as I am able to come at tho facts, 
the boy had taken a quart of corn and 
sewed a long thread through each kernel, 
showing gloat patience and perseverance 
in so doing. He had then tied the ends of 
the threads all together into one knot and 
scattered the corn where a large dock ol 
geese Ii ad been In the habit of associating 
and pooling for mutual profit and itnorote- 
m en t 
A man who came along that way about 
dusk said he suw about thirty geese stand­ 
ing around in a circle looking reproach­ 
fully at each other aud trying to agree on 
soma method by which they could all go 
home together without turning a part of 
their crowd wrong sine out. while behind a 
high board fence there was a boy who 
seemed to be enjoying himself in a small 
vray. 
The incident was reported to the boy’s 
father, who came home aud placed his son 
under a large dry-goods lo x in the cellar, 
after which he piled 300 or 400 pounds of 
coal on top of the in verted box. He then made 
a few remarks for the boy’s good, which 
were followed by the smothered remark: 
"Rate!" from the inside of the box. After 
ordering that the box should not be dis­ 
turbed till bis return, my friend put on his 
coat and went Lack to his work.

After the close of the I attle of Friday a 
council of war was called by General Banks, 
ann it was decided to withdraw the army to 
Pleasant hill, that place offering a better 
position to gp.-o battle to the enemy, who, 
it was expected, would renew the attack 
early in the morning. It was also known 
that General A. J. Smith’s command had 
reached Pleasant hill, and General Banks 
was anxious to unite the forces of Smith 
with his own. The withdrawal of the force 
commenced at IO o’clock, and be I ore day­ 
light the rear of tile army was well on the 
road. Tile enem y in ;be night had pressed 
his pickets down on our front, but he failed 
to discover the movement of our troops, tile 
withdrawal I eing conducted with the great­ 
est silence and expedition. It was not until 
morning that he w as made aware that our 
army had left his immediate front when he 
followed after with his main force, sending 
forward his cavalry in hot haste to find our 
whereabouts. 
But they failed to come up 
with our forces until they had reached 
Pleasant hill. 
General Emory’s division brought up the 
rear, ann arrived at Pleasant hill about 7 
o’clock in the morning. 
Our forces were 
all at Pleasant hill. 
The rebels were ad­ 
vancing, cavalry in front, endeavoring to 
discover our position. Colonel I). P. Good- 
in -, with Ilia brigade of Lee’s cavalry corps, 
was sent out on the Mireveport road to 
meet lite enemy and draw him on. He had 
gone about a mile when lie (am e upon tho 
rebel advance. 
Skirmishing immediately 
ensued, and,according to the plan, he slowly 
fell I ack. 
'J he fight was very sharp between these 
cavalry bodies, and Gooding lost nearly 
forty men killed and wounded, indicting, 
however, as mu h damage as he received.

In the battle of Frtdav lite rebel General 
Melton was killed bv the unerring rifles of 
the Nineteenth Kentucky.

L etters (rom a Miss J. I. Sand were re­ 
ceived by tile World a t various tim es dur­ 
ing the past year and Miss Sand herself 
paid the World an ingressive visit, de­ 
m anding an im m ediate investigation of the 
m ystery and crim e of H enry Guy Carleton. 
More letters having come recently, the 
m atter was referred to Mr. Carleton. Tho 
whole affair is probably one of the most cu­ 
rious instances oil record of the evolution 
of an insane idea and of its persistent fol­ 
low ing for years. Mr. C arleton’s reply is 
subjoined. 
N e w Y o r k , M arch 4, 1887. 
To the E ditor o f The W orld: 
I ain indebted to you for the courtesy of 
your note of today, inclosing letters ad­ 
dressed to yon by a Miss J. I. Sand, in winch 
she requests you to inform lier concerning 
certain shewed dark, bloody aud m ysterious 
points in my history. 
Your note is but oho 
ut m any I have received of late from per­ 
sons whom Miss Hand lins sim ilarly hon­ 
ored. She herself has w ritten to inform me 
th a t she 
lias 
used 
lawyers 
and 
de­ 
tectives for nearly three years to trace 
my career 
and 
ascertain 
th e 
nam es 
and addresses of those who have known me 
from my chi.dhood up. and states further 
th at she has "w ritten hundreds upon hun­ 
dreds of letters in my behalf to all mv 
triends and acquaintances, to the President 
of the United states, to judges, to superin­ 
tendents ot police, to m em bers of the cabi­ 
net, to editors, to clergym en, to officers of 
the arm y and navy and all others who 
m ight directly or indirectly have any bear­ 
ing on the case.” This statem ent I livid not 
at all exaggerated. I have a rocord of over 
one hundred ot these letters, and addi­ 
tional evidence is com ing in alm ost daily 
th at the lady’s industry has been exceed­ 
ingly lur-roacliing and com prehensive. I 
therefore beg th a t you will publish my 
reply, th at by it I may reach all of Miss 
Hand’s correspondents and correct w hatever 
im pressions they m ay have gained. The 
sim ple explanation of the affair is te a t Miss 
Hand is insane, and th at h er hallucination 
has in some m ysterious way attached itself 
to me.

M y o n ly theory was that some am a­ 
teur playw right or some Juliet, desiring 
a hearing, had w ritten a note to me on 
business, anti this note at the same tim e to 
somebody else, and had got the envelopes 
m ixed 
So I inclosed and returned it to J. 
I. Sand. No. — Corcoran street W ashing­ 
ton, with a lino statin g th a t it had evi­ 
dently been addressed to m e by m istake. 
'Ute next m orning I received ti note of 
apology, stating th at the note had indeed 
come to me by m istake, "owing to a curious 
coincidence” of nam es. This last clause 
puzzled me, but I paid no fu rth er atteutiou 
to the m atter. 
Four days later a third note cam e to me. 
signed "J. I. Hand,” requesting an Inter­ 
view and stating th a t "m any strange cir­ 
cum stances anti a m ystery,” which I "alone 
could explain,” led the w riter to m ake this 
request, 8ho closed by stating th at she 
would be alone th at overling between 7 
and JO o’clock. T he m atter here began to 
look suspiciously like a case of blackm ail, 
aud, having shown the note to my wife 
and two personal friends.

And this Is ttie end of all my devotion aud 'se lf­ 
sacrifice, aud tho rew ard of the labors I have 
u n d ertak en for your dear sake! How could you 
be so cruel, so hard-hearted to me, so false aud 
so treach ero u s at the sam e tim e to another! 
Here the w riter w ent into a four-patro 
series of conundrum s, requesting to know 
w hether I intended keeping up the decep­ 
tion longer; w hether I considered myself 
legally m arried or not. and begging mo to 
give her 
a 
categi riral account of my 
troubles. 
She closed thus: 
You know w hat vou sw ore to me. 
H ave you 
forgotten? R em em ber. I am unchanged. I will 
lay down my Ute itself for you. I will forgive all. 
b u t I will n o t re s t satisfied until you have put 
aside her w hom you now call w ife and com e back 
to m e . 
J. I. S a n d . 
It can readily be seen th at this was a let­ 
ter calculated to som ewhat harrow the feel­ 
ings of a uewly m arried man. 
I showed it 
to my wife, who was am used at it, but I was 
far from inclined to see the locularsido, and 
determ ined to have the m atter investigated 
by the police. On my way down town I 
stopped at tne New Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat office, and there Mr. Richard YYeight- 
m an handed 
me a 
letter 
from 
New 
York which had come to his care. 
It 
enclosed a letter w ritten by J. I. hand to 
Mrs. Joseph Marie, my wife’s aunt, at whose 
house I w a m arried.

Now, as Major Farnsw orth had not seen 
mo since my resignation from the Eighth 
Cavalry In Texas in ’70, he w as naturally 
now erluily im pressed w ith this com m uni­ 
cation, and, know ing th at General O. D. 
Greene Had seen mo recently, consulted 
him. G eneral Greene was horrified, and 
consulted Mr. W oightm au. Mr. W eight- 
mau happened to know th • truth, explained 
the m atter and sent the letter to me. 
Dozens of sim ilar 
cases came to my 
knowledge. 
I ascertained th a t out of her 
abundant leisure, under the adm irable t aro 
of Dr. IL J. Cate. Miss Hand has literally 
flooded the country with letters. Hit* ad­ 
dressed every editor in this city and Brook­

I. Fan<1, or th a t of Miss Mary J. Knox, or 
th at of Baxter or Higgins or Jones or 
Brow n or Robinson, or anybody else con­ 
nected w ith the case. If Mary J. Knox is 
sane, she is guilty or w anton and malicious 
m ischief in furthering a lunatic’s ends, 
lf 
she is insane, I would urge th at her friends 
see th a t she rides in future a loss offensive 
h o b b y . 
I am tired. I ii ive stood this allo­ 
pathic dose of c ra n k for nearly three years, 
and I propose now, after this public ex­ 
planation, to I ring It to n sudden and eter 
nal close, if I have to fill all the asylums 
between here and Michigan.

TAXING BACHELORS. 


A S en sib le System In Vogue In 8 itII*ci- 
land. 
'.L etter In C hristian Union.? 
The republic of Switzerland Is tho Euro­ 
pean country whoso system of taxation 
m ost resem bles our own, It is th e only 
country where there is any considerable 
tax upon property. The countries in which 
tho aristocracy is m ore powerful generally 
raise m ost of their revenues by Indirect 
taxes. In Sw itzerland the indirect taxes 
ave of com paratively little 
im portance. 
Commerce w ith tho surrounding nations Is 
practically free, 
in the a-seasm ent of local 
taxes the dem ocratic cantons are not con­ 
tent w ith a property tax. but most of them 
assess at a higher rate the property of the 
rich m an than tho property of tho poor. 
A 
good m any years ago tiffs principle was 
adopted by Basle, Zurich aud several of tho 
sm aller oautous, and a law has recently 
been passed in \ aud by which this cautou 
also adopts tho system of progressive taxa­ 
tion. 
The Vuud law divides real property 
into tnrco classes and personal proi erty 
into seven classes. The lowest class in each 
division includes property limier $6o00. 
The rate of taxation is I per 1000. Estates 
th at belong to lite second class are taxed 
I Va pi r I OOO, and those belonging to tho 
highest class are taxed 4 per 1000. There is 
also a retn gte sh a tax upon earnings, aud 
in this each individual is allowed iu return­ 
ing his income to deduct $80 for each per­ 
son dependent upon him . It is easy to see 
how different is tho working of 
such 
a tax (rom Hie w orking of an indirect tax. 
An indirect tax upon sugar and salt, for in­ 
stance, falls alm ost as heavy upon a m an 
who Las $300 as upon a m an who has 
880,000. According to the prim ipie of the 
Swiss tax, the man who has $80,000 ought 
to pay more than IOO tim es as m uch as the 
m an who has $300. By the Swiss principle 
the man with an incom e of $800, who has a 
wife and two children dependent upon him , 
would pay no taxes at ail, while a bachelor 
wit Ii the same in oine would pay upon 
$220, 
lf. on the other hand, the revenue 
was raised bv a tax upon sugar and Halt, 
the m an w ith a fam ily would pay a great 
d> a1 m ore than a bachelor. The social jus­ 
tice of the Swiss principle is recognized by 
alm ost all recent w riters on taxation, and 
we notice th at it is gaining more aud more 
favor Here in America. One of the results 
of th e Swiss system s of taxation is the re­ 
in ukably equal distribution of property in 
th at country. 


QUEER TRICK S OF 
SM UGGLERS. 


O ld D o d g e s to (Set D ia m o n d ! A c r o n the 


D e a d L in e o f D u ty . 
[■Jewelers’ W eekly.] 
One person, not very long ago. had a num ­ 
ber of diam onds concealed under a porous 
plaster on his La k. Inform ation regarding 
him was sent from one of the cities on the 
other side, but he sue. ceded in eluding the 
officials aud brought ids diam onds into the 
city. Ho was closely watched, however, 
and he had no sooner divested him self 
of 
his 
plaster 
than 
the 
officials 
pounced upon him aud seized hts con­ 
traband wares. The m arks on ids body 
whore the diam onds had rested were quite 
plain. 'Hie m ost popular m ethods now are 
to conceal valuable 
articles 
in objects 
wholly disassociated w ith the smuggler. 
Diam onds have loon im bedded in little 
sticks oi wood, and either boated ashore or 
carried iii some less risky way. One sm ug­ 
gler some years ago brought over an Eng- 
Bsh cart, on which he was quite willing to 
pay duty, but nu t on the diam onds con­ 
cn Hod in the felloes under the tires. One 
ingenious person once constructed a kalei­ 
doscope, which lie tilled with broken bits 
ol glues, diam onds, sapphires anil other 
precious stones. Ile was discovered because 
ho wa:- a little too anxious to exhibit it and 
to pay dutv on it; for wo know now th a t it 
is quite a favorite method to conceal one 
dutiable article w ithin another. 
fioinetimes people are w illing to stiffer 
considerable bodily dis omfort. oven pain. 
for the sake of cheating the governm ent. 
One m an somo years ago bedded a valuable 
diam ond in the flesh of his arm . 
Ho was 
cioselv exam ined, and h o com plained of 
tho boil with which he was afflicted. It 
struck one o f tho officers th at the boti was 
a very peculiar one. and a doctor was 
called. 
He soon loiind the jewel in the 
sm uggler’s arm. He m ust have expended 
m uch thought, tim e ana pat ence to m ake 
the artificial ailm ent w ith which he was 
a f f l i c t e d ._________ ___ _____ 


The Harvard Cheer.

In looking over old volumes of the Nation 
I find some correspondence about tho H ar 
yard cheer, w hich raises the question of Its 
origin, but, unfortunately does not throw 
m uch light on it. 
In August 1869, tho Tim es in Its account 
of tho Harvard-Oxford race, spoke of the 
"A h !-ah!-ah!” 
of 
tho American college 
men. 
A letter to the Nation com m ents on 
ti.is, and attacks the college for its aban­ 
donm ent of the "tine old lung” cheer (hur­ 
rah!. and 
its adoption of this "m outh 
cheer, w ithout either force or dignitv.” 
'lb s brings out better several answers iu 
strong support of 
our 
present 
cheer. 
The 
argum ents or impressions 
of 
tho 
w riters are hardly interesting, except from 
w hat they Hey of Hie origin of tho "R ah!” 
cheer, as follows: "In 18(14 tho college 
turned out. probably tor the first tim e, in 
the cam paign torchlight procession iii sup­ 
port of Lincoln. On th at occasion, in order 
to have a designating cheer, the "Bah!’ was 
adopted. Probably it had been known in 
college before, m uch as the Crimson cimel­ 
ia known bere now. Perhaps it originated 
In the custom of cheering the nam oof every 
m an in die class when his nam e was road in 
tho old ‘com m encem ent part’ lists. 
Well­ 
known fellows got a full 'H urrah!,' but the 
cheering was perfunctory iu m e case of 
m ost men and naturally was abbreviated to 
"rah.” ’ lf ibis was the origin the cheer 
was, m ost likely, som ewhat known before 
the war. The college d icer has never been 
us d as the recognized cheer at a com 
rueucoinent dinner, but it is notew orthy 
tin t ut tim celebration d in tierit took tho 
place of Hie old cheer. 
In future it stands 
to be the recognized cheer a t com m ence­ 
m ent, as of course it is the college dicier for 
every m an who has graduated in the last 
tw enty w ain. 
The simple form of this cheer is given 
both here and at Y'ale. O ther colleges have 
copied aud varied it. Tile question as to 
how aud whcu it originated seems interest­ 
ing.

fam iliar wit Ii many stories of the course of 
Afr'cun exploration, which has developed 
tho heroism, a self-sacrifice anil a love of 
adventure alm ost foreign to this prosaic 
business-like period of the world’s exist­ 
ence. 
Tho cynic m ay yet point to the recent 
explorations as i.ue as m uch to tho aggres­ 
sive soffit of com m erce ob a nos ire for geo­ 
graphical research, and while it is true that 
much of the adventure in African travel is 
due to tlie com m ercial instiu t, even the 
m ost c nl< a1 m ust yield a tribute of adm ir­ 
ation to m en like the priests of the Catholic 
faith, who carry the m essage ot the cross, 
cr to the spirit which anointed the latest 
m artyr lisbon of 
tho Anglican church, 
Bishop Ilannington, whose life has been 
given to tin- cause of Christianity. 
Tho latest hero of A frican adventure 
which Stanley is about to endeavor to find 
is an Austrian, Dr. Schnitzier. 
For many 
years his nam e has been lost in tho title 
contorted upon him by the K hedive of 
Egypt, frcm whom he received a rank aud 
the appointm ent of governor over a vast 
and indefinite stretch of country called the 
Lower Soudan. Em in Bey. or Emin Basha. 
as Dr. 
Schnitzier 
has 
been called of 
late years, was an appointee of tho Khe­ 
dive Ismail, a t the suggestion of the late 
General Gordon. 
in tbs palm y days of Egyptian suprem acy 
in northern Egypt Lupton Bey was asso­ 
ciated with Em in Bey in tho attem pt to ad­ 
m inister tho vast provinces over which the 
Egyptian ruler claim ed sovereignty, To 
fully describe all the circum stances of the 
governm ent of Em in Bey, it will I e neces­ 
sary to recapitulate tile oft-told story of 
Egyptian suprem acy in tho Soudan; tho 
exploits of Gordon l ’aslia; tho story of Ze- 
bclir Bas h a’s treachery; the rise of tho 
Mahdi: tile disastrous attem pt to "sm ash” 
the False Brophe t; tile lam ented death of 
Gordon, and the relegation of tho I plier 
Soudan to tho fanaticism of the fierce Ma­ 
hom etanism 
of 
tlie 
M ahdi’s followers. 
All the painful story is fam iliar to Hie read­ 
ers of T h e G l o b e , 
it is only necessary to 
point out th a t these oveuts, occurring dur­ 
ing tlie years 1882 to ISHO. ouly served to 
render still more pre< anous tho position of 
T he Iu d efn lirn b lp A iistriuu 
who was entrusted with the task of "gov­ 
erning” a dom ain alm ost incredibly large, 
and having none of the elem ents of civili­ 
zation. If the reader will glance at a map 
of Africa he will see this stretch of terri­ 
tory, as it shows across the continent from 
tlie east to the west coast in Ute broadest 
part of th at "ham -shaped” section of the 
wor id. From Gape Verde on the west coast 
of Africa to Cano G ardafui on the oast the 
“Soudan" stretches. It reaches tho west 
coast at th e m outh of Hie Senegal river; it 
is hardly bounded on the cast oy the vast 
suet- Ii of country which is inhabited by 
fierce iribes owing no particular allegiance. 
(in 
the 
north 
its 
boundary 
is the 
great 
deport 
and 
the 
Soudan proper. 
'th e 
southern 
portions 
of 
D arfur 
and 
Kordofan 
arc 
also 
portions 
ol the Lower Soudan. On th e soutii the al­ 
leged territory which Em in B a'ha was sup­ 
posed to adm inister is bounded - v tliat mass 
of savagery, in ‘Ashanteo and Dahomey. 
Toward tho centre of the continent, the 
northern boundary of the Congo Free State 
joins the Lower Soudan, and its eastern 
boundary m ay be said to be the W hite Nile 
and Abyssinia, but th at is at least indefi­ 
nite. 
NY lien K hartoum fell before the M ahdi’s 
folio" ers.and the brave Gordon I ell a victim 
to the British governm ent's bot and cold fits 
of indecision and hurry. E m in Bey was in- 
com parative security in his territory 500 
miles south of Hie ill-fated city ot K har­ 
toum. Ho was surrounded by a different 
class of people than those of the Upper Sou­ 
dan, who followed, as befitted fanatical 
M ahometans, the fortunes of their new 
prophet. 
It will bo rem em bered th at at, the tim e of 
the annihilation of Hicks Bestuds arm y at 
El Obeid by Hie Mahdi, it was rum ored 
th at several Europeans had succeeded in 
m aking their way up the W hite Nile out of 
reach of th e M ahdi’s followers. 
At the 
tim e of Gordon’s death seine clung to Hie 
hope that he, too, had escaped, ana would 
ultim ately appear in the interior of Africa. 
Colonel Long is the authority for tho rumor, 
so persistently urged at the time, th at Gor­ 
don m ight have escaped. 
Tim e has de­ 
stroyed this hope, if (here ever was any; 
Hut the rum or bas its value today in the 
fact that Em in Bey is doubtless alive, but 
like tile fam ous Starling 
" C a n ’t ( J e t O u t.’’ 
For m any years the m ovem ents of Etnin 
Bey have been followed in the record of 
geographical discovery. The exercise of his 
governorship of tho "E quatorial Provinces” 
consisted largely! of a series of explora­ 
tions. T hus in 1881 .ho is recordea as hav­ 
ing been busy in the m ountain passes in 
the Golla country. In 1881, it may be inci­ 
dentally 
m entioned, 
the 
brave Italian 
lieutenant of G eneral Gordon, Gees), died, 
in consequence of tlie great privations aud 
hardships ho endured in the Soudan. 
In 1882 Dr. Em in Boy. after a flying 
visit to K hartoum , returned to tho seat of 
his governm ent at Dado, and proceeded to 
ascend th e So hat river iu a steam -launch. 
He reported Ins m agazines to be overflowing 
with ivory, ostrich learners and rub' er.and 
his relations w ith the native chiefs to be 
m ost cordial. Mr. Lupton. an Englishm an, 
form erly "V ekil” of Ernlu Boy, was then 
governor of Gessi’s old province. 
Bassing oyer intervening years, in 1885 
two expeditions were sent to tho relief of 
Emin Bey, Dr. Junker and Captain Casati, 
all of whom w ere believed to be in the upper 
N ile region. Dr. O. Lenz wont up the 
Congo: Dr. Fischer started from the west 
coast at Pangani. These failed. Dr. Lenz. 
travelling up the Congo, reached Stanley 
Falls on February 2, 1888, but had to turn 
back and try to reach Zanzibar. Dr. Fischer 
found him self confronted with famine, and 
returned to Zanzibar on Juno 21,1886. Dr. 
Junker left Emin Bey January 2. and 
reached the coast. He reported that Emm 
Bov and Captain Casati wore in good 
health, and were expecting relief. Failing 
this, they intended to put themselves at the 
head of the men faithful to them, and find 
their way to the coart. 
Tho L ust Mall from Finis Bey 
left Lado, his nominal capital, April 14. 
1888, and reached Cairo in forty-five day*. 
A late report spoke of Em m Bey at the head 
of JOU Soudanose making his way to tlie 


const. Then ram o tho news ho was be­ 
leaguered ut W ankel, and on this tho .stan­ 
ley expedition wa.-, decided upon. 
Few per­ 
sons know much about Emin Bey, tho man 
whom our countrym an has gone to "save,” 
and who. if we beltevo some authorities, 
will not be at all grateful for his so-called 
salvation. 
Em in is not a native-born Egyptian, but 
an A ustrian, and His original patronym ic 
w as Schnitzier. which be dropped for ills 
present appellation w.hen. taking servi o in 
the Ottom an arm y as surgeon, ho change I 
his faith to become a Mussulman. Iii 18.4 
E m in-Schnitzier left Constantinople 
for 
Cairo, got into the good graces of General 
Gordon, whose fortunes he followed, aud in 
1878 was appointed by him governor of 
equatorial Soudan. His adm irers say Hie 
natives are "fascinated iff bis energy, Ins 
uprightness and his unsw erving integrity.” 
Though at the head of the governm ent of a 
m ost wealthy province, Emin is as poor as 
the poorest of m endicant dervishes and as 
dirty, one explorer added devoting all the 
resources at Ii is command to Hie accom­ 
plishm ent of the great work of civilization 
w hich he has undertaken. 
As was said before, 
Kmin B e y U n it a H a r d T u sk 
before him when the Mahdi sw ept success­ 
fully over tlie Soudan. Tho form er pre­ 
tended to subm it to the authority of tho 
False Prophet, the Arabs w ithdrew in tho 
direction of Kordofan, and 
before they 
could return Em in had fortified his posi­ 
tion, and hetero its guns tho tide of in­ 
vasion was 
tem porarily 
checked. 
The 
garrison, composed exclusively of blacks 
and com m anded by Em in in parson, held 
out gallantly, 
and 
when. 
reduced 
by 
fam ine, the p’ st fell, tho troons cut their 
way through the enem y tow ard M ikrana. 
fought end beat hun at Elmo, mid then, the 
pursuit having ceased, reached Lado aud 
Redial. B ete Kin in learned of Gordon's 
death and started southw ard. 
The last 
day of the year J 885 Em in 
passed at 
W idelai. 
From the letters of His friend Dr. Junker, 
who rem ained with him at L ace until tho 
end ol the year >885, it appears th at at th at 
date Em in was slowly m aking his way oast- 
ward, lichting at every step wqth the na­ 
tives, concentrating his forces more arid 
m ore toward the Upper Nile, his natural 
lino of retreat, and it was by so doing th at 
fie had succeeded in retaining his sway over 
tilt) southern ami eastern districts of tho 
ancient province of Hie equator. 
According to Schw einfurth Emm Bey yet 
occupies the stations of Lado, Kedjaf. Bod- 
don, Keri, l.abos. Dufileli. F atiko and NYa- 
deiai. and lie ought to have in his store­ 
houses im m ense quantities of Ivory suffi­ 
cient to pay ai) tlie expenses of even a largo 
expedition for his relief. Schw einfurth be­ 
lieves that, given this situation, his com­ 
patriot does 
A ul D e s ir e to I ,e a v e | tlie ^Province. 
F ather Mackay, a missionary at Uganda, 
wrote, on tile 30th of January, 1880, th at 
E tnin had made term s w ith King Kabugo, 
whose guest ho was at th at date, but ort the 
3d of July, 1380, the British consul-general, 
John K irk. announced ins arrival at Ungoro 
w ith 400 men. possibly confounding the 
Bey w ith his fr iend Junker. Still, tho two 
desp at lies agree so tar as to establish tho 
fact of a conflict betw een two tribes, during 
w hich somebody of note w as killed. Hut 
w hether it was King Kabuga or Dr. Schnitz­ 
ier nobody knows w ith certainty. 
The route which Mr. Stanley proposes to 
take is. as everybody knows, via the Congo, 
but up to tile m om ent w hen he loft I ondon 
nothing was nbso m oly certain, the Sultan 
of Zanzibar declining to give h ave to 1000 
of ins bo-t soldiers to run risks on a road 
with which they were not fam iliar. The 
N avarino carried his m erchandise and am ­ 
m unition from Gravesend to tho starting 
point of the expedition, and thence to tlie 
m outh of Hie Congo, w here the Belgian 
steam ers lent by King Leopold will trans­ 
port everything art 
everybody to wit pin 
about 250 miles of W adelai, thus reducing 
by about three quarters of its distance Hie 
m arch to be m ade overland, an im m ense 
advantage, considering th a t every article 
has to be carried oil the backs of the porters 
Irom Hie sea to the objective point.

Among the appliances for tho expedition 
is 
A P o r t a b le S te e l W h a le b o a t, 
designed for use In shallow or 
broken 
w aters, where tho larger steam ers cease to 
he available. 
This buat is tw enty-eight 
lect long, six feet beam, aud two feet six 
inches deep. Tim lure and A ft sections are 
w ater-tight, giving great buoyancy to tim 
boat. 
The sections are bolted together, 
rubber being placed between tho joints to 
m ake them w ater-tight 
The boat pulls 
ten oars, aud is fitted w ith a large lug sail. 
She will carry twenty-two men, and 1000 
pounds w eight baggage, w ith seventeen 
inch'-s draught of w ater. The thw arts are 
of

the J fittings 
arc movable. 
Eacli of the sections may 
be easily carried by two men. The boat 
is 
built throughout of 
Siem ens M artin

pounds. Tho buat wus tried on the Tham es, 
both in sailing and rowing, and proved to 
bo perfectly w ater-tight at tim oinks of tho 
sections. Hilo eau I e put together in thirty- 
five m inutes, and taken to pieces for trans­ 
port in twenty-two m inutes. 
Still another appliance which Mr. Stan­ 
ley takes w ith him is tim M axim autom atic 
m achinegun. It is m ounted on a peculiar 
carriage, expressly designed lor Mr. (Stan­ 
ley's purpose, so trial it can be instantly 
folded up and carried by one m an. 
It was 
found on trial th at the tripod could be 
placed in position and the gun m ounted and 
at work rn ten seconds. At Hie rear of Hie 
gun are the m eans for cooling it while iii 
rapid action, the sm all w ater lank contain­ 
ing w ater sufficient for 2<><K> rounds. 
As 
the gun is fired each shot causes a certain 
portion of this w ater to pass through the 
oasing around the barrel, and the heat of 
the discharge evaporates this water, tho 
quantity actually required for 1000 car­ 
tridges being about a email 
The autom atic m ovem ent of this m achine 
gun results from the force of tho recoil 
being used for operating on the m echan­ 
ism, so that, whon it has once been loaded, 
it only requires th at the trigger should be 
puffed iu order to tire it, If the trigger bo 
pulled and beld in H ie pulled position, the 
gun continuos to tiro at a terrific rate until 
it is again liberated. A single slight and 
quick im pulse of the trigger fires but one 
shot; a some w hat slow pull tires three or 
four shots, while if the trigger is held in 
the pulled position for one second, tlie gun 
will discharge eleven shots. It eau be turned 
with facility in any direction, while tiring, 
w ithout any special training device. Tile 
gun built for Mr. Stanley weighs forty 
pounds; the steel carriage fifty-four pounds. 
it has a shield for turning off arrows, aud 
by an adaptation of the coverings, a bullet 
proof shield can be devised. 
The value of the M axim gun is th at it 
cannot be jam m ed. This ".lamming” of 
m achine guns has been a serious defect in 
all so far used. In tho tights with the Arabs 
at Abu Kiea and Gubat Wells, the "Jam­ 
m ing” ot the guns by defective cartridges 
cam e near going terribly disastrous to the 
British, whose fire for a tim e was thus ren­ 
dered nugatory. Iii the desperate attack of 
tho Arabs a prolonged stoppage of the ma­ 
chine guns would have m oaut annihilation 
tor the British squares. The brave Colonel 
Burnaby lost his life, w ith m any other gal­ 
lant spirits, prim arily through tb s failure 
of the m achine guns at critical moments. 
This steppage can never take piace with 
the Maxim autom atic gun 
Mr. Stanley, 
before leaving London, tired this gun 500 
rounds under various conditions, aud on ids 
dei am ire the inventor fired 
a parting 
salute of 334 cartridges, one box full, allow­ 
ing the who)* to go off In quick succession, 
tho tim e occupied boing about thirty-three 
seconds.

iSt. L oud O looe-Pem ocrat.l 
"No-Man's Land.” as it is designated upon 
some of the offioia maps, is toe only txirtion 
of tim territory of the United (States which 
is absolutely w ithout law. The 5000 squat* 
tors now living on the “N eutral Strip” pro­ 
pose to organize a governm ent th ere and 
to call the new 
territory “Cim m aron.” 
T his body of land lies west of the Indian 
Territory, 
and 
its 
shape, 
as 
it 
ap­ 
pears on the map, shows th at th e term 
"strip” is well applied 
It bas a w idth of 
3 7 1 m mile> betw een tho northern boundary 
of Texas aud the southern boundaries of 
K ansas and Colorado, and reaches west­ 
ward 107 miles to th e eastern line of New 
Mexico, “ No-Man’s Last*!” looks insignifi­ 
cant on the m anas it lies w ith such States 
as Texas. Kansas orColoradofor neighbors. 
lf located on the A tlantic coast its dim en­ 
sions would appear quite respectable beside 
some id tile Eastern .States. 
The history of the strip is interesting. In 
1803 the U nited Stales bought from France 
for $J 5.000,000 Lou Bi an i T erritory. T h at 
was the country west of the Mississippi 
river (rom Hie Gulf to Hie Britt-Ii pos-es- 
sions—including the present States of I-ou- 
istana, Arkansas, th a t part of K ansas and 
Colorado uortli of tho A rkansas river only, 
and the Indian T erritory west to the lOOtli 
m eridian. 
Mexico and B rain claim ed ail 
west of tim I Doth m eridian aud south of 
the Arkansas. In 1833 the indian T erritory 
was 
organized and 
set apart for the 
Indians, under treaties m ade with them . Iu 
1845 Texas "set up for h erself’ as a freo j 
aud independent republic, and then cam e 
under the protection ol t he United S tates I 
Tlie 
war 
w ith 
Mexico 
followed, and 
resulted in the extension of the terri­ 
tory 
of 
tho 
United 
btatos 
west 
of 
Hie 
looth m eridian and south of tho 
Arkan as. Texas u sa S tate only claim ed 
tho northern boundary of th e P anhandle 
on the parallel of 3t» 
30 . In 1850 tho 
Kansas and N ebraska bill passed Congress, 
and as first fram ed m ade fit; 30 Hie .South­ 
ern boundary of K ansas; but Stephen A. 
Douglas, then in Hie House, railed atten ­ 
tion lo tho treaty w ith Hie Cherokees of 
1833. which gave thorn a strip o f laud along 
tlie .south side of tim 37lh parallel, and run­ 
ning from tlie Missouri line to the lOotit 
m eridian. 
it mav be as well to say th at the reason 
for setting apart this strip was to give tho 
indians a route westward to the buffalo 
hunting grounds of Colorado aud tho N orth­ 
west. Tiffs strin is still ca led "the outlet,” 
Ah Staten it extended to the IO 'ah m eridian. 
Mo parallel 37 was m ade tho southern 
boundary 
of 
Kansas,

I Goth m eridian was reached the bound­ 
ary

westward. 
Thus 
"tho 
Chero­ 
kee outlet” 
was 
preserved, 
and there 
was also left west o u t a continuation of it, 
or anom er strip, between Kansas and Texas, 
and tiffs second piece was given the nam e 
(if “ Iho N eutral Strip,” or 
"No Mati’s 
I,and." New Mexico aud Colorado wore 
afterw ard form ed with square corners, and 
thus "T he Neutral S trip” was lett with 
fully-delm ed boundaries, but entirely out 
iii tho cold so far as the laws of the United 
States are concerned. 
Mo long as tile Ore it American Desert 
held its place on the m an aud the tradition 
of its utter worthlessness prevailed "No- 
Man’s Land” was well named. The Indians 
and Hie wild gam e had undisputed and un- 
coveted possession.

Southw estern country awoke to Hie tact 
th a t acres m eant cents and then dol­

strip has rem ained undisposed of to tills 
day. A few days avo an agent of the gen­ 
eral laud office went dotvn into th at country 
to investigate and report. 
He cam e back

country, and were pasturing their herds 
upon the hind. There wore no fences, he 
reported, but lie could always toll when he 
crossed from one claim to another, lor he

EVICTING TENANTS. 


Inhuman Treatment of the 
Poor by Irish Landlords. 


Police a id Bailiffs Nile are Employed to 


Tear Down Houses. 


Horrible Brutality Sanctioned by the 
Expiring Government 


Once upon a tim e coercion was applied 
to the British colonies in America, but the 
tea went into Boston harbor. The stam p 
act wished it h id never l-een nom , and Hie 
bell of Independence H all '‘proclaim ed lib­ 
erty” throughout Hie land. 
The boy was a 
good deal younger than his m am m a, but fie 
had got him self into such a big and out-of- 
the-way part of the world th a t she tried in 
vain to put lier hand on him . said ' Good 
riddance to had rubbish,” and retired, leav­ 
ing him to snap his fingers in her face. 
Three lim es coercion in its m ost brutal 
extrem es has been applied to Ireland, and, 
though this boy is really a good deal older in 
historic civilization and agood deal richer in 
productive possibilities than his mamma, 
she is so very m uch stronger and he has 
su h a little coiner of the world in wlii Ii to 
hide away, and one so near to her m aternal 
slipper, withal, ihat, kick an i fight and 
struggle as he may, he always gets a good 
spanking, and cones out of it so lunch tho 
m ere opposed to everything em anating 
from sh it source, but so m u 'b the weaker 
and less able to resist the galling clam ps of 
coercion. 


legislation. Ireland would have vanished 
long ago. but legislation only succeeded In 
the past in killing off one-half of th e Irish 
and driving the rest in a helpless horde 
over the Shannon, while it gave the land in 
im m ense estate* to favorites of the British 
crown. But the English land holder wot 
not ti farm er and did not wish to be. w hile 
the vanquished Irish, over the Shannon, 
w e>e farm ers to the m anor born. 
The result was th at they were called 
back by slow degress, and the land, by 
right their own, was leased to them "at 
w ill” to till it once more. 
From 1(10,000 
callu s Ireland again boasted over 000,000. 
New roads were made, bogs redeem ed, new 
fields cultivated. All this was done by the 
peasants, but the valueof it all reversed to 
the landlord w hodtd nothing to his estate 
hut collect the rents; for the rental rotes 
increased enormously. 
A ccuunilation of 
property by the larm ers wa* obviously im­ 
possible, w hile every added im provem ent 
only cost the tenant who m ade it the pun­ 
ishm ent of an increase in rent. Thus the 
tenants today find them selves just as poor 
as the tenants of ten generat ions ago. 
They see, too, th at the property upon 
which these generations have lived pas 
I increased ten-fold in value for th eir latior, 
and th at the only one who is benefited by it 
is the m an v hose sole contribution was to 
< ol lect the rent. 
W hat generation of beings would not 
grow more or leP9 indolent, w ith such 
encouragem ent? 
, 
The estate of the 7'arl of Essex, when 
granted, w s rented tor $1250. 
Tw enty 
I yea:s later the rents am ounted to $7500. 
In IG if! they were in rease i to $10,000, In 
IT G 'they had raised to *40,000. 
In THIO 
the rent incom e was $20 MWO. T his is no 
sensational rom ance of an extraordinary 
corner, but the common state ol all Ireland. 
This high pressure takes advantage of 
every possible prosperity to advan e the 
rates, but m akes no allowance tor bad years 
to reduce them . 
bad years, disappointm ents, ill-luck, loss 
of enthusiasm will come, tile peasant gets 
in arrears, starves him self and his fam ily lo 
no purpose, sinks deeper and deeper in 
debt to his landlord, and at last bis nam e 
appears tip'ti the list with which my bud 
Vi'inn’s agent 'or rather bis i roditors’ agent, 
for my lord Winn is bankrupt just now, like 
his tenants) starts from the castle w ith the 
fifty police and the fire and crowbar brigade,

The castle, fortified a- 
t bough it w ere a fort, is the nom inal borne 
of ihe Rt. Hon. Howland W inn at Glens 
heigh, iii th at most beautiful district in tim 
world, the County of Kerry, in the m idst of 
a grand estate, which, divided into sm all 
rentals of fifteen to tw enty acres sumo 
even less than live acres—yields him un 
annual income of $85,OOO. 
One of a rom antic turn of m ind m ight 
nictuie a life extravagantly pleasing in such 
a place, but in th at anom aly which has 
perplexed the settlem ent of the Irish ques­ 
tion so long, my lord—W inn—never lives in 
Ireland. His castle is ust now occupied bv 
a company of some titty police and as many 
more bailiffs, she.ills, agents, em ergency 
men, etc., for in tile natural coursoof things 
under the present system, even in the very 
heart of Phenomenally ter ile Kerry, the 
land bas become so utterly barrel! th at the I 
tenants, on etery side, are em aciated w ith 
starvation, being unable to raise oven sui- I 
detent to keep the wolf from the door, I 
m uch less the shell IT. 
More than a year’s ren t is due from m ost , 
of them , and the arm ed police issuing from ! 
the gate are on their way to demolish the 
wretch© i huts th at starving tenants built I 
w ith their own hands, in more prosperous 
days, the laud rent of which they are now j 
unable to r ay. 
lf it were to get away poor | 
paying tenants to turn the land over to . 
others more industrious, one m ight see a I 
shadow or cold justice in it, but when it is 
simply to turn them out to die or go to I 
the poorhouse, to destroy their homes th at 
they may be of no value to the o d tenants, I 
the absentee landlord or any one else; to 
get tiism off the land, th at it may run to 
waste 
One alm ost wonders if there is 
really any hum anity in m an’s obdurate 
tie art. and alm ost indorses the Irishm an 
when he resorts even to the most extraordi­ 
nary m eans of—detente, retaliation or w hat 
not. 


PEASANTS THROWING DOWN HOCKS ON AN 
EVICTION VARTY. 


Possibly it is no wonder th at agents and 
officers are nettled beyond, ordinary enduro 
am e by toe tim e they begin the evictions, 
and th at they are often brutally rude in 
their w ork; but th at m akes the rudeness 
none Hie less rude to those who sutler it. 
The single instance 
illustrated above 
th a t was sketched upon the scene, will 
B'rve a sufficient example. Tile old m an is 
Patrick Reardon. His hair is snow white. 
Ilia clothes are so covered w ith patches 
th at a lawyer m ight cio-s-exam ine every 
shred of witness for an hour w ithout dis­ 
covering w hat the color, kind ami texture 
o the original garm ents were. T hole are 
hut two rooms in his cabin (his fattier built 
it, his grand hildrea were l orn in It), wit ti 
a beaten earth iloor and rough stone walls 
th a t in 
better days were whitew ashed. 
His only son is dead, Ills wile, his son’B wife 
and five g ian .'children occupy i t 
Hard work and poor food have crippled 
him, and recent absolute hunger had not 
only reduced him to a skeleton, cf which a 
dime m useum would be proud, but had ren­ 
dered him alm ost helpless. 
His father 
leased a w orthies* bog of fifteen acres for IR 
a year. By persistent toil be reclaim ed it 
and m ade a fertile little farm of it. Before 
Patrick took the lease, at his fathev’sdeatb, 
tho rout had been raised lo Al2. He gave 
up five acres, but ba I to pay Alo a year for 
tho rest. Later, be gave up five more, but 
the rent was raised to £8 for the rem aining 
live. Now toe eviction party has entered 
Ids cabin w ithout ceremony, tho form al 
question is put, to which Patrick replies 
with tears in his old g> ay-blue eves. 
“Alto faith, thiu, M lsther Hoe had I the 
m anes to do it, the H ut is be law your due 
aud ye should have it, but by me soul I’m 
th in k iu 'it’s Lester use I cud put it to than 
th at sam e.” 
'I bu reply is short and sharp. 
“Uut of the place, then, or it ’ll burn 
down while you’re iii it.”

Freem an did not take place till December, 
18*3. vt hen ne was sentenced to D anvers 
asylum for tile. The story of tho crim e is 
as to! ows: 
Un tho m orning of May 1,1879, Freem an, 
being oue of the sect et Second Adventists 
in Boca -set, B arnstable county, Mass., m ur­ 
dered ids five-year-old girl Edith. At the 
tim e lie gave as his reason th a t he was 
commissioned by the Lord to com m it Hie 
deed. b or thirly-six hours previous to the 
m urder he whs impressed v*ith the idea 
th a t he should kill one of his lam iiy, but 
was in doubt as to which one it should be. 
He waked up at 2.30 and told his wife 
w hat he proposed to do. They talked it 
ever together, and both agreed th at it was 
rig h t A tter they had agreed to kill the 
child both w ent into the room where lite 
tw o little girls were sleeping together. The 
m an went out to lite shot) end procured a 
large sheath-kn fe with a loug blade, sing­ 
ing all the way out and iud!.
